The report and recommendations of the Executive Committee on the 
subject of improving the status and emoluments of ministers were adopted, 


with a few minor amendments.

Since his death, she has, with the 
approval of the State authorities, per- 
formed marriage and funéral ceremonies.

MAJOR WAR CRIMINALS IN 
SPANDAU 


Review of Cases Urged 


Sir Ivone Kirkpatrick, British High 
Commissioner for Germany, said in Ber- 
lin on Tuesday that both he and the 
American High Commissioner, Mr. John 
McCloy. were reviewing the cases of 
German war criminals imprisoned in their 
Zones. 

“I hope to finish my review in a few 
months. There are 240 cases for me to 
examine.’ he said. . 

Questioned about the seven important 
prisoners in the four-Power prison at 
Spandau, West Berlin. he replied: 
* Hatred and revenge are bad counsellors. 
On political and human grounds it is 
incumbent that we should review. their 
cases. But any order to do so would 
have to be by four-Power agreement. 

Those held in Spandau are Hess, 
Raeder. Doeniiz. von Neurath, Speer, 
von Schirach. and Funk. They are serv- 
ing sentences ranging from 10 years to 
life 4mprisonment.

He added that the war 
criminals were sentenced by the Inter-

Chief Ruling 


This amendment was carried, and 
finally adopted as a substantive motion 
in the form given above. A letter was 
read from the Chief Rabbi giving his 
ruling on the subject, 

On the subject of the status and emolu- 
ments of ministers, the Chairman said 
that the Executive Commitice considered 
that the best way in which to deal with 
this matter in presenting it to the Cour cil 
was to forward with: their endorsement 
the report that the Hon. Officers had made 
to them. 

He did not think that in the whole of 
his experience as an Hon. Officer he had 
ever taken part in more friendly and 
profitable discussions than they had had 
with the ministers. 

Often there was a feeling that ministers 
were at the beck and call of people who 
sometimes were not too helpful, that they 
were not given the same prestige and 
status aS ministers in other religions, and 
that they very often had their lives made 
a musery.

SUEZ BLOCKADE 


Israeli-Egyptian Talks 
Adjourned

Tet Aviv 


Representatives of Israel and Eeypt 
met on Tuesday at Auja el Hafir 
under the chairmanship of General 
Riley. United Nations Chief of Staff 
in Palestine, to discuss the Egyptian 
blockade of the Suez Canal. After 
some hours’ discussion, the meeting 
was adjourned until next Friday. 

According to radio reports, General 
Riley intended to visit Cairo this week 
to demand the removal of Egyptian shore 
batteries commanding the entrance to the 
Gulf of Aqaba, If the Egyptians refuse. 
the matter will be raised at the Security 
Council, to which General Riley must 
report next month, 


Special Appeal Committee 


Tuesday's meeting was of the special 
Israch-Egyptian Appeal! Committee, 
provided for in the armistice agreement. 
The purpose of the meeting was.to \ear an 
appeal by Egypt against the decision, 
made on August 29 last by the Mixed 
Armistice Commission, that the Commis- 
sion was competent to deal with the 
Egyptian blockade. 

The Security Council, at its meeting on 
November. 17, 1950, referred all outstand- 
ing disputes between Israel and Egypt to 
the Mixed Armistice Commission, a! .ne 
same time ruling that the Commissio was 
competent to deal with them. No specific 
mention was, however, made to the Suez 
Canal.

Criticism of A.J.A. 
Expressed 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Communal unity and relations 
between the A.J.A, and the Board of 
Deputies were among matters debated 
at the annual Grand Lodge meeting of 
the United Jewish Friendly Society, 
held at the Hearts of Oak Building, 
Euston Road, London, W., last week- 
end. The retiring Grand President of 
the society, Bro. Julius Hart, was jn 
the chair, 

A report by representatives of the 
society on the Board of Deputies was 
submitted by Bros. A. A. Kershaw. J.P.. 
and H. S. Schildkraut. Bro. Schildkrawt 
said that he could not see how a person 
represeming an organisation on the Board

could at the same time take a prominem 
part in the affairs of the AJ.A. After 
such a long period of negotiations, he 
added, something definite ought by now 
to have emerged, and the seceding bodies 
should have returned to the Board. 

Bro. L. C. Beber, J.P., said he was a 
member of the Board as well as the 
AJ.A., and he was not unmindful of the 
fact that he was a Jew. Equally was 
he not unmindful of the fact that he 
was a British Jew, owing obedience 
and loyalty to this country. It was only 
in the A.J.A., he said, where he could 
express that loyalty to his native land, 
and he denied the right of anybody to 
say that he had not the right to express 
tha: loyalty. 

Bro Samuel Fisher said that Bro. 
Beber had suggested that his loyalty as 
a British Jew could only be expressed 
within. the Association. This’ implied 
that within the Board of Deputies it might 
be otherwise. He was ccriain that 1 
could not have been Bro. Beber’s inten- 
to makes that suggestion. 

Bro. Beber: “I did mot say that.” 
There was uproar at this stage, and some 
menrbers shouted, “ You did.” 


Constituent of the Deputies 


Bro. Beber’s attempt to speak again was 
drowned in further uproar, and the 
Chairman intervened to say: “I am not 
going to make this conference a platiorm 
or a bear-garden for the AJ.A. versus 
the Board of uties. We are a con- 
situem of the Board. We are not a 
constituent of the A.J.A.” 

Bro. Kershaw said that apart from the 
A.J.A., there was progress towards unity. 
The Board of Deputies was as loyal to 
this country as any Jewish organisation. 
(Applause.) 

Bro. H. S. Schildkraut said that there 
was room in this country for an indepen- 
demt body like the A.J.A. to express 
certain views as and when necessary, as 
long as they made it clear that such views 
represent only those who belon 
to i. 

Earlier, discussion had centred on the 
Chairman's disclosure that there had 
been a marked decline in membership. 
From January to ember, 1950, said 
Bro. Hart, the total male membership 
had dropped from 4,358 to 4,160 and the 
female membership from 886 to 875. 
Ajuxough there was still room for more 
lodge amalgamations, much good work 
had been achieved. He felt the time was 
rapidly approaching when k would be 
necessary to look for better premises. 

Suggestions proffered by speakers 
during the discussion included further 
atiempts at amalgamation; canvassing 
members by personal approaches: and a 
drive to enrol more young members. 

The retiring President installed Bro. 
Cllr. Samuel Fisher as the new Grand 
President.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A Universal 
Religion ? 


O much is being said and done by 
and through inter-religious groups 
to-day to explore the relations 

between the various religious systems 
and to bring their adherents closer 
together, that the question naturally 
arises: is a unjversal religion possible, 
and, if possible, is it desirable ? 

We Jews must differ essentially from 
our Christian neighbours in our atti- 
tude to this question. A universal 
religion for them means the supremacy 
of Christianity as the one universal 
faith. Jewish teaching makes no 
parallel claim. The conversion of 
mankind for which the Jew hopes is 
a conversion to the great spiritual and 
moral principles that underlie all the 
great religions. 

This is an age of little faith. The 
burning enthusiasm of our fathers ts 
not ours. Any serious consideration 
of the possibility of a universal 
religion—other than their own-—would 
have been imposstbic im past days, 
when most men, Jews and Christians 
alike, clung, with passionate convic- 
tion, to the belief that their idea of 
righteousness and truth was the only 
one. 


YET the desirability of a universal 

religion is extremely doubtful. 
When the Prophets of Isracl envisaged 
a day when the earth would be filled 
with the knowledge of the Lord, there 
existed only the religion of Israel and 
paganism. The rise of Christianity 
and Islam had not been dreamed of. 
The rabbis believed in a universal 
acknowledgment of the One God as 
the future faith of mankind. But had 
they been faced with .our modern 
problems they. would certainly not 
have considered either the possibility 
or the desirability of one universal! 
religion for all mankind. 

To-day the hope of the world lies 
in the training of men and women in 
all countries to realise a larger loyalty 
than that of national patriotism. But 
to destroy the character, qualities, and 
virtues of the love of country and all 
that it means would be a calamity of 
the first order. This is certainly true 
of the great religions. 

Particularly is this the case with 
Judaism, for the Jew possesses and 
prizes an identity which -it ts ver 
real part of his faith to preserve. This 
he has never surrendered, even under 
the most extreme pressure. He could 
not be expected to work for a uni- 
versal religion which would necéssarils 
bring his identity to an end. Indeed. 
it must surely be said by the adherents 
of all religions or sects of religions: 
that which we hold precious and true 
we cannot and will not surrender, 
whatever be the price we may be 
called upon to pay for loyalty and 
faithfulness to our own ! 


RELIGION implies not merely an 

abstract faith, but a way of Iife. 
One might imagine all civilised 
peoples adhering to one faith. But 
it is unthinkable that men would ever 
accept one way of life, conduct, and 
practice. 

The world cannot hope for one uni- 
versal religion, even if it were desir- 
able—which is extremely doubtful. 
But we may seek common aims, and 
a common understanding. We are 
never likely to discover any better 
weapons than the love of God and 
man—common to all religions—with 
which to fight prejudice, falsehood, 
and ignorance. 

We Jews who have suffered so long 
and so deeply from all three, can still 
set an example to the world. We can 
work for common aims, and we can 
show the way to common understand- 
ing with other faiths. We must never 
be disloyal to our own. But within 
the limits of faithfulness to Judaism 
and our Jewish destiny we can dis- 
cipline ourselves to thinking more of 
those things which unite, rather than 
of those which divide. We can join 
with all men of good will in helping 
to break down the barriers that still 
exist between us and our neighbours. 
It may, indeed, be impossible to sink 
our differences, or to ignore them. 
But. without hoping or believing that 
all men will ever think alike about 
God or human destiny—or, indeed, 
about anything else—we can draw 
nearer to the ideal of the priest-people, 
so that in time we may still teach the 
world the two supreme messages of 
Judaism—the Love of God and the 
Love of Man.

Referring to the proposal to set up a 
committee to be called the Ministerial 
Advisory Committee (the present com- 
mittee of that name to be renamed the 
Ministerial Appointments Committee), 
which they hoped would be able to inter- 
vene when people were at loggerheads 
with cach other, they had found, he said, 
that when a minister and congregation 
were not getting on well, if an outside 
organisation had been in a position to 
hear both parties and give some advice, 
the matter would never have got to the 
stage where the parties really felt that 
they must part, 

In connection with the proposed in- 
creases of salaries, Mr. Montagu said the 
cost of the increases would involve £6,500 
a year, which was a very large sum in the 
present state of, their finances. But it 
was one which they felt ought to be faced. 

After further discussion, the resolution 
“that the foregoing report and recom- 
mendations of the Honorary Officers of 
the United Synagogue be and are hereby 
adopted. and that steps be taken as early 
as possible to give effect to the recom- 
mendations,” was carried. 

The Council agreed to a_ resolution 
concerning the retirement in March next 
of Dayan Abramsky providing for such 
special arrangements. for his benefit as 
may be recommended by the Hon. 
Officers and approved by the Executive 
Committee. The Council also adopted a 
recommendation that life membershp of 
the Council be conferred on Mr. Isaac 
Landau. 


Franchise for Women Members 


Before moving his “ Votes for Women 
motion. Mr . W. Domb asked the 
Chairman to read a letter which had been 
received from the Chief Rabbi. The 
letter stated: 

“I have for some time been giving 
consideration to the request for my ruling 
on the subject of granting the franchise 
to women members of the Uniied Syna- 
gogue who are members in their own 
rigm. ft am noi unaware of the fact that 
this subyect has been before the Counc! 
of the United Synagogue and that it has 
engaged the attention of _ religious 
authority in former years. I have been 


.influenced in my conclusions by the 


decisions, and the reasons for these 
decisions, enunciated by eminent rabbis, 
both past and present. Accordingly | 
rule : 

“(a)- That women who are members of 
the Unned Synagogue in their own right 
may be given the franchise: that is to 
say, they may vote at all meetings con- 
vened by the synagogues of which they 
are respectively members : 

“i(b) Such women: members arc, how- 
ever, not to be voted for; that ifs to say, 
they are not eligible for any honorary 
office or for any Board of Management 
of any synagogue or for membership of 
the Council of the United Synazozue. 

“ | would like to add this by way of 
comment: I assume that the main objec- 
tive of the movement for women to 
vote in the synagogue is the intensifica- 
tron of the interest of women im the con- 
gregational life of the communiny. This 
objective, particularly in these days. is 
of utmost importance, as ut is desirable 
io make the synagogue the focal centre 
of Jewish spiritual and communal activity. 

“| would therefore give a warm wel- 
come to a project which would be wide 
enough to include even women who are 


not members of the synagogue in their 
own right. 

“ With that end in view I would urge 
that the scope of the work of the Ladies’ 
Guilds attached to synagogues and their 
membership be extended. The Ladies’ 
Guild attached to a synagogue need not 
be merely an ancillary adjunct, It can 
perform valuable functions redoundin 
to the advantage of the synagogue. 
would emerge be prepared to convene 
a conference representatives of all the 
Ladies’ Guilds to discuss their composi- 
tron and their range of activity as I have 
adumbrated.” 

The franchise, said Mr. Domb, was a 
matier of elementary justice. Women 
seatholders paid the scale of fees for their 
seats which was laid down for them. 
A woman could be co-opied on to com- 
mittees of the synagogue but she had 
not the right to elect individuals who 
should sit on those committees. 

Mr. S. Klein, seconding the motion, 
said the proposal had been advocated for 
many years by the Union of Jewish 
Women and other representative Jewish 
women's organisations, Many Consti- 
tuent, District, and Affiliated synagogues 
of the United Synagogue had passed 
resolutions demanding votes for women, 
im every case with substantial majorities. 
This matter had also received the full 
endorsement of the Special Commitice of 
the United Synagogue appointed in 1920 
to deal with the amendment to the Act. 

Mr. Kicin also referred to the fact that 
the Federation of Synagogues. which 
claimed to be more Orthodox than the 
United Synagoguc, had clected a woman 
member to the Board of Management of 
one of HS Synagogues 

In moving his amendment (given abeve), 
Mr. Isaac Landau said he did so because 
he feared thay the motion was in the 
nature of a trap. He recalled that the 
late Chief Rabbi had said to him in 1938: 
“ If it is merely a question of the right to 
vote. | could not say that was against 
the Din. But if you thimk that it means 
more than that and the thin end of the 
wedee, fight tooth and nail.” 

Mr. Landau said #t had caused him. and 
would cause a great number of Orthodox 
members of the community, pained sur- 
prise that the Chief Rabbi had given a 
welcome to this proposal. Members of 
the Beth Din, he averred, were not of the 
Chief Rabbi's opinion. They were not 
bound to accept that opinion, Time and 
again in the history of the Council. a Chief 
Rabb: had recommended a certain thing 
which they in their wisdom and judement 
had fefused to follow: and that nieht he 
asked them to adopt the same course. 


Women “ Busy-bodies ” 


Mr. Harry Gaventa, who seconded the 
amendmeni, declared that it was only a 
tew “ busybody ~ women who wanted 
the vote. If women were interested in 
synagogal work there were surely plenty 
of opportunities for them in the Ladies’ 
Ciuilids 

The Chairman: supporting the motion, 
siressed that nu. included no suggestion 
that women shouwld be allowed to hold 
office. The phrase “ busybody " women 
had been used. Where, he asked would 
their community be without these “ busy- 
body women ? (applause.) 

As stated above, Landau amend- 
ment was carried and then adopted as a 
substantive motion, with the addition of 
the words “ and whether those rights and 
privileges should be extended or not.”

The following is an extract from Tue 
JewisH Curonicte of Shevat 14, 5611— 
January 17, 1851: 


The Synagogue of the ancient Congrega- 
tion of Portsmouth was built nearly a 
century since, in a neighbourhood 
which was then quiet and respectabie. 
Within. the last few years, however. 
most 6f the houses leading to the sacred 
building have been converted into 
places of immoral character, and scenes 
of the worst description are constantly 
occurring before the very gates of the 
House of God. This glaring evil may 
now be removed by purchasing property 
which will afford an entrance to the 
Svnagogue from one of the most 
respectable streets of the town. In 
addition it is proposed to build a neat 
and comfortable residence for the 
minister, with alms-houses for the aged 
poor. To accomplish this £1,200 will 
be required, which it is practically 
impossible to raise in a small com- 
munity. The aid of a liberal public in 
carrying out so laudable an undertaking 
is therefore solicited.

JEWS ON THE BENCH 


From a Legal Correspondent 


By the appointment of Mr, S. E. 
Karminski, KC. two members of the 
Anglo-Jewish community, for the first 
time in its long history, sit on the 
Bench of the High Court-—-the other 
Judge, of course, is Lord Justice 
Cohen. 

lt is generally believed that Sir George 
Jessel was the first Jew to act as a 
Judge when, in 1873, being then Solicitor- 
General, he was appointed Master of the 
Rolls. But, as a matter of fact, the first 
Jewish lawyer to exercise judicial powers 
was Sir John Simon, better known as 
Sericant Simon, who, in 1852, was 
Deputy Judge of the ancient Liverpool 
Court of Passage, and subsequently acted 
as a Commissioner of Agsize. 

There are two other eminent Jewish 
lawyers whom circumstances prevenicd 
from reaching the Judicial Bench. There 
was a strong fecling that Judah Philip 
Benjamin would have been so elevated 
had it not been for the Government's 
fear of causing annoyance to the United 
States. He was, however, given the 
unique honour on his retirement from 
the Bar, of being cniertained at a fare- 
well banquet by Bench and Bar, the only 
instance in the legal history of this 
country of a barrister gua barrister being 
given this distinction. Cynics said that 
the desire to do so was strengthened by 
the feeling that his rctirement provided 
more opportunity for his colleagues at 


the Bar. 
Judgeship Refused 


The Rt. Hon. Arthur Cohen, K.C.., 
was offered a Judeeship when he was 
Liberal. M.P. for Southwark. But at the 
earnest request of his political leader, Mr. 
Gladstone, he refused it, as it was feared 
that the seat would be lost at a by-elec- 
uon. it was gencrally understood that 
the offer would again be made, but this 
never occurred. Mr. Cohen also had 


a rare distinction. He was made a Privy- 


Councillor, an honour hardly, if ever. 
bestowed on a barrister holding no politi- 
cal, official, or judicial office. He also 
held the ancient office of Judge = of 
Admiraky for the Cinque Ports. From 
the appoimment of Sir George Jessel in 
1873 the died ten vears later) no Jewish 
lawyer was raised to the Bench until 
1913. when Sir Rufus Isaacs became Lord 
Chief Justice. 
_ As a footnote, it is to be noted that 
it must be unique for two Presidents of 
a communal! institution in succession—1in 
this case the London Board of Guardians 
~—to be raised to the Bench. This may be 
a pointer for ambitious members of the 
Bar in the community to undertake this 
particular form of communal! work. 
Members of the Bar sent greetings on

ECOLE DE PARIS 
Stimulating Exhibition 


Great eminence brings with it its own 
responsibilkies; when these 
responsibilities are 
can often be deplorable. The Royal 
demicians have attempted to tell the 
story of the of Paris, mainly, as 
they int out in the catalogue, for the 
benefit of the travel-starved art studenis 
of Britain. 

One sad and simple fact stands out 
more clearly than any other. It is this: 
Pab!o Picasso, who has played so 
important a part in influencing contem- 
porary French painting, to make no men- 
tion of his effect on work abroad, has 
allowed his political prejudices to blind 
his judgment and has refused to be repre- 
semted in the exhibition. Painting 1s not 
well served ‘by such a display of pett- 
ness from one whom the world has come 
to recognise as its finest living exponent. 
The only sufferers are the art students, 
who are bound to get a distorted view 
of the most vigorous movement in the 
an of this century. 

This is, therefore, necessarily an 
incomplete story, but one in which there 
are many compensating passages. 
Bonnard, prince of modern painters, and 
Vuillard are very well represented (Vuil- 
lard’s small “Interior” is a aren 
example of the sort of picture whic 
must have excited Harold Gilman and 
his Camden Town friends). The impres- 
sive Rousult, “The Wounded Clown,” 
Braque’s sumptuous “ Still Life wuh a 
Marble Table” (carried out only in 
grey, green, and browns, with black and 
white), and the glowering “ Edmond,” 
by Helmut Kolle, are all good reasons 
for visiting Burlington House. 

A Haunting Canvas 

Added to these treasures is a collec- 
tion of four of the. finest Soutines I! 
remember secing together, including the 
unforgettable “ Valet.” and a hauntin 
canvas. “ The Foot Bath "—examples o 
pure painting with luminous colour diffi- 
cult to. equal in the work of our epoch. 
Modigliani is represented by two splen-

this artist's technique of deliberately 
accemtuating the linear quality of his 
work by heightening the darks where they 
meet the silhouette.

friendly neutrality towards the Western 
Powers. 

In Isracl, he added, they were much 
more nervous about the drift towards 
war, and were very much concerned about 
the part which the Middle East would 
have to. play in the event of hostilities 
breaking out. 


Admiration for Britain 


Israclis, he said, were full of admira- 
tion for the efforts and achievemerits, 
and. above the calm displayed by the 
Unned Kingdom during the present 
troubious times. k was hoped that as 
soon as Britain was in a position to 
export heavy armamens. Isracl would 
be treated in the same way as any other 
friend!y nation 

Against this background, said Mr. 
Mikardo, Israc! is not perturbed by the 
possibilty of building up Ageba as a 
British military. base, particularly since 
the Foreign Office is trying to arrange 
a peace treaty between Israc! and Jordan. 

Ihere is, however, one particular issue, 
Mr. Mikardo added, on which. Israeli 
public opinion feels very strongly and 
in which it ts opposed to the prevailing 
trend in the West: that is the rearming 
of Germany. either East or West. 

rurnming to interpal problems... Mr. 
Mikardo was convinced that the Isractis 
would finally overcome their economic 
difficulties, thanks to their great dynamic 
power and to their infinite .capaciy for 
self-criticism ‘and  self-analysis,

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THE ANGLO-JEWISH MINISTRY 


Its Problems and Future 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The problems and future of the 
Anglo-Jewish ministry were the sub- 
ject of an address given by the Rev. 
. Levy. Senior Jewish Chaplain to 
H.M. Forces, at 33, Seymour Place, 
London, W.1, on Monday. It was the 
second in the series of public lectures 
arranged by the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation. 


In the course of his address, Mr. Levy 
gaid that the community demanded of its 
minister primarily that he should display 
eloquence as a preacher, the erudition 
of a scholar, and the pedagogic ability 
to be a good teacher. In addition, he 
should possess the organising ability 
which would make him a good social 
worker. and must possess some knowledge 
of psychology io enab‘e him to deal wuh 
domestic and social problems. He must 
have the necessary gifts which would 
make him a good hospital and prison 
ViISMOT In some cases he must be a 
“ first-class second reader’ im order to 
assist with the conduct of services on 
Sabbaths and Festivals. He must be a 
capable youth leader who could inspire 
young men and women so that they might 
take their rightful place whhin the 
religious life of the community. In 
addition to all these essential qual*ties 
he must be endowed with sufficient per- 
sonality to be able to hold his postion 
in the community. 

If, then, said Mr. Levy, the communky 
had the right to ask for such men to 
serve them. they must turn to the com- 
munity and ask: “ Where can such men 
be found ? ™ Ministers were recruited 
from the body of the community. If the 
community displayed a love of learning 
it would produce learned young men suit- 
able for service within the mimstry. 


Retrograde Step 


The ministry. Mr. Levy went on, had 


become a profession, and that was a 
retrogade step. The time had been when 
the great teachers in Israe) earned thei 
livelihood by a variety of means and 
never received paymem for their religious 
ministrations. We could not turn the 
clock back: but by clearly defining the 
religious responsibilmies of the clergy and 
by. creating distinctions between their 
responsibilities and those of the lauy, 
we were admitting that there was a 
marked diminution in the religious 
imensny of our communal life. 

The minister, sand Mr. Levy, had, by 
force of circumstances beyond his con- 
trol, become the paid official of the con. 
gregation. The logical sequence of 
evems had dictated that a schedule of 
duties had been devised for him. He 
was expected (0 officiate on special occa- 
sions. Democratic methods of synagogal 
organisation had clearly outlined what 
part the minister should play in the life 
of the community. But he was neverthe- 
less the paid servant of the congrega- 
tion, and he might find himself somewhat 
restricted by the peculiar predilections of 


those who held lay office in the syna- 
gogue. Unless the personality and/or 
repute of the minister were great enough, 
he might find himself somewhat at a dis- 
advantage should he be the victim of 
some unscrupulous warden. In this con- 
nection # was more than gratifying to 
note that the United Synagogue had taken 
steps to remedy that sad state of affairs. 
But he feared that many a congregation 
in the provinces still had much to learn. 

The minister was forbidden to repre- 
sent his synagogue on extra-synagogal- 
bodies. He could not, for example, 
represem his synagogue on the Board of 
Deputies, or on the Council of the Lon- 
don Board of Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion. He was thus deprived of the right 
to participate in shaping the educational! 
policy of the community. 

If the ministry was to lead the com- 
munky spiritually, said Mr. Levy, surely 
it was obvious that they must be given 
responsibility for and opportunny for 
leadership. 


Clerical Anomalies 


These clerical anomalies, said Mr. 
Levy, must of necessity have a deleterious 
effect upon the general status of the 
ministry and the regard which was, or 
should be, paid to the profession by the 
average member of the community. The 
problem of status and dignity of the pro- 
fession had a direct bearing upon the 
present crisis through which the Anglo- 
Jewish ministry was passing. 

They ought, he thought, to consider the 
method by which ministers were appornted 
to their positions. A vacancy was 
advertised and applications were imvited. 
The synagogue selected a number of men 
for a shorn list. These applicants were 
asked to deliver a “ trial sermon,” and 
after a series of interviews one was 
chosen to fill the vacancy. Meanwhile 
the applicant was subjected to a variety 
of criticisms from every interested or 
curious member of the congregation. 
That might be considered a very demo- 
cratic method of appointment: but 
whether such a system contributed to the 
dignuy of the profession was a debatable 
pom, 

Some of them thought that a system 
of promotions would be preferable. A 
newly graduated studem should com- 
mence his ministry in a junior posiion. 
and when opportunty occurred for 
promotion he should be given the chance 
to rise to the bigger and more influential! 
offices within the community. 


Ministerial Zoning 


Consideration should also, he thought, 
be given to the necessity of zoning the 
country. The shortage of ministers had 
caused serious gaps within the ranks of 
the congregations. kt would be of advan- 
tage, especially to smaller or neglected 
communities, if a semior man were to be 
given responsibility for an area. 
Communal Rabbi appointment’ well 
deserved further development. Surely it 
would be to the greater advancement of 
Judaism in this country if the Chief 
Rabbi were to be assisted by a Clerical 
Advisory Committee as well as by a 
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similar body of laymen. Such a zonin 

would prove of lasting value, for it woul 

relegate responsibility to religious leaders 
and convince the ministry that they were 
not merely spokesmen, but men of action 
and iniative. 

He thought the time had come, Mr. 
Levy said, to realise that the minister 
could not be a master of all trades. They 
must learn to differentiate between essen- 
tials and non-essentials. Not every 
minister coukd be a first-rate orator and 
at the same time cxpert in adminisira- 
tion. Or one who excelled in teaching 
might be a poor rish visor. Nor 
could the man whose interests lay in 
original research produce a masterly 
address every week. Room mus be 
found for the scholar and the administra- 
tor, the preacher and the teacher. The 
communtty needed all these qualities, but 
they were qualities which could not be 
found im one individual unless he were 
unigue im his generation. 

The time might come, Mr. Levy went 
on, when they might be forced to think 
im terms of a ministry of the Metropolis 
or of local provincial areas. 

The task of the Jewish minister lay 
mainly in the educational sphere. His 
was the sacred privilege to teach Judaism, 
to expound its truths. And in order to 
teach and to expound, the minister 
must of necessity. constantly refresh his 
own knowledge and widen and deepen 
the sc of his reading. This must 
obviously imply that his s4ime should not 
be frittered away on activities of little 
value to his calling as units of administra- 
tion. They might have to reorganise the 
ministry, so that preachers might have a 
roving commission, educational experts 
be allotted specific tasks in certain areas. 
and visitation work be considered as a 
special branch of the profession. 

If the shortage of ministers continued. 
this form of reorganisation might be the 
hirral solution.

“A FINE COMMUNITY ” 


The Rev. Ephraim Levine's 
Tribute 


The Anglo-Jewish community, with all! 
its faults, was still a fine communty for 
the minister to serve, declared the Rev. 
Ephraim Levine when addressing a meet- 
ing at the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue, Lauderdale Road, London. last 
Sunday. The Haham, Rabbi Dr. S. Gaon. 
presided. 

The United Synagogue. said Mr. 
Levine, had helped to create the type of 
the Anglo-Jewish ministry: The great 
personalities of that ministry were men 
of culture, and worthily represented the 
Anglo-Jewish outlook. This outlook had. 
however, changed greatly in past years 
with the immigration of our brethren 
from Eastern Europe: and Jews’ College, 
which had helped to shape the education 
of the Anglo-Jewish ministry. to-day also 
to sonie extent reflected this change of 
outlook. 

He stressed the need for ministers to 
combine rabbinic knowledge with modern 
secular scholarship, and regretied that 
this combination was not always as much 
in evidence as one would desire. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Levine went on, the 
Anglo-Jewish community, with all its 
faults, was still a fine community for the 
minister to serve. He himself could now 
look back on 37 years of work in the 
community and on the great spiritual 
satisfaction he had derived from com- 
municating to it the message of Judaism. 

He thought that the criterion for a 
minister tn assessing his suitability for 
his work would be to ask himself 
whether, if he had the choice again. he 
would still choose to enter the ministry. 
Most ministers, he believed. would 
answer this. question in the affirmative. 
It was a great privilege to deliver the 
word of God to the community and to 
lead it.

“ KULTURKAMPF ” IN 
ZIONISM 


Jewish Agency and 


Education

The Kulturkampf within the Zionist 
movement between the religious and 
secular groups, hitherto confined to 
Israel, is now flaring up in this 
country. At the conference on Jewish 
Education in Israel and the Diaspora, 
convened by the Mizrachi Federation 
of Great Britain and Ireland at the 
Willesden Synagogue Hall, Brondes- 
bury Park, N.W.2, last Saturday even- 
ing. a resolution was passed expressing 
“ opposition to any attempts, emana- 
ting from whatever source,. especially 
the Department of Education and 
Culture of the Jewish Agency, to 
secularise Jewish education jn this and 
other communities of the Diaspora.” 

The conference was attended by hon. 
officers of all the London branches of 
the Mizrachi+ Federation and was 
addressed by Mr. Leon Gellman, Chair- 
man of the World Mizrachi Movement, 
and Mr. Isaiah Bernstein, head of its 
education department, both of Jerusalem. 
Mr. S. B. Skian, Chairman of the Federa- 
ion, presided over the first session, Mr. 
Abba Bornstein, member of the Execu- 
tive over the second. 


Discrimination Alleged 


Mr. Gellman said that the minority of 
Orthodox Jews in Israel were being dis- 
criminated against. 

It was not true. he added, that the 
rehgious groups wanted to force religion 
upon the Yishuv. In fact, it was. the 
other way round: the non-religious and 
anti-religious sections were trying to 
wreck the continuity of Jewish life and 
history, based upon religion,.and to force 
upon the whole community a secular way 
of life. 

Mr. Bernstein said that the fact that 
Zionism became a secular Movement was 
disastrous in its. consequences, and was 
responsible for the present crisis over 
education. 

The Mizrachi and its allies. Mr. Bern- 
stem went on, had, however, secured at 
least a stamp of Judaism on the Jewish 
State. Hapoel Hamizrachi had demon- 
strated that kibbutzim and a _ labour 
movement were also possible on the basis 
of Torah. Thirty-five thousand children 
in Israel were receiving religious educa- 
tion. These were great achievements, but 
they were not enough. 

Rabbi §. Sperber, reporting on educa- 
tion in this country. declared that the 
study of Hebrew alone, without — 
would lead the language back from 
Sfat Hakodesh (a holy language) to Sfar 
Canaan, 

Dr. J. Braude, Chairman of the Ortho- 
dox Group at the Board of Deputies, who 
presented the resolutions, criticised the 
Board for its promise to support the 
Jewish Agency Educational Department. 
Political bodies. he said, could not 
assume charge of education, and further- 
more, religious Jewry would never accept 
as its teachers those who did not 
themselves live in accordance with the 
Torah 

Winding up the conference, Mr. Gell- 
man averred that after the fulfilment of 
the political aim of Zionism—the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish State—the Zionist 
movement in Britain. as in the U.S.A., 
had lost its raison d'étre. That was why 
it was now trving to switch over from 
the political to the educational sphere.

Progress in Israel

The need for continued help from 
Diaspora Jewry in the gigantic tasks 
confronting Israel was stressed by 
Mr. J. A. Brin, Economic Counsellor 
to the Israeli Legation, when he spoke 
on “ Israel's Economy,” at a North- 
West and West London Zionist 
Regional Conference (including Home 
Counties), held at Barclay House. 
783, Finchley Road, London, N.W., 
on Sunday. 


Duyine the conference speakers con- 
stantly referred to 
| the community's 
apathy to and 
diminution of 
interest in the 
Zionist Movement. 
The main discus- 
sions at the 
conference were 
concerned With 
devising methods 
to overcome these 
tendencies. 

Mr. Brin under- 
unanimity 
of all parties in 
Mr. J. A. Brin Israel in backing 
the Government's “ open door ™ policy for 
immigrants. Immigration, he said, did 
not mean absorption. In 1950, about 
170,000 people had been absorbed into 
the country’s productive manpower. On 
April 1, 1950, there were 000 immi- 
grams in the camps, but by the end of 
that year only about 40,000 remained— 
many of these being “ hard core ” cases. 

Aa the beginning of the year, he added. 
27,000 people were registered at labour 
exchanges, with 8,000 registering daily. 
Now, despite continued immigration, the 
number of job-seckers was 23,000, with 
an average daily registration of 5,000. 


100 Arab Settlements 


Land settlement, he went on, was pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily. There were now 
about 700 seulements in Israel, including 
about 100 Arab settlements. Oui of half 
a million immigrants who had come in 
since the establishmem of the Siate about 
20 per cent had settied on the land. 

Mr. C. Barclay, J.P. (Golders Green 
Z.S.), welcomed the delegates. 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., President 
of the Zionist Federation, presided over 
(he initial stages of the conference and 
gave the political report. The year had 
shown a marked improvement in this 
country’s relations Israc!, he said. 

Mr. Janus Cohen, in an address on 
“The Work of the Zionist Federation,” 
stressed the educational aspect of their 


work. He was amazed at the opposition 


of certain Orthodox elements to the 
recem conference held by the Jewish 
Agency Education Depariment in Paris. 
Mr. J. Halevy, Chairman of the Z.F., 
who presided at the later session, 
appealed to delegates to redouble their 
efforts now that Israel's problems had 
assumed such enormous proportions. 
Speakers during the discussion stressed 
the need for the formation of regional 
bodies comprising areca groups 4s 
opposed to individual societies. Drawing- 
room mectings to enlist more supporters 
were advocated. $pecia! require- 
mems of Zionist youth societies were 
strongly emphasised, and there was a 
demand for more films, depicting Isracii 
life. The need for altya, both profes- 
sionally and agriculturally, was reiterated. 
Mr. A. Richtiger and Miss B. J. 
Barwell replied to the discussion. 


COMMONWEALTH & MIDDLE EAST DEFENCE

Lonpon, Wednesday 
After the final meeting of the Com- 
monwealth Premiers, one@f the lead- 
Participants commented informally 
how unlike the accounts in the press 
these meetings had been. The whole 
series of talks had been much less 
detailed, much more general, and 
above all much more. domestic than 
would appear from the world’s press. 
This applied as much to the discussion 
of what was officially described as 
“ aspects of Middle East defence ” with 
which the Premiers concerned themselves. 
_ This discussion fell into three distinct 
Categories: the first, the pre-conference 
phase of exchanges between the Common- 
wealth countries and the United States: 
second. an informal mecting of the 
Premiers most concerned with the British 
Chiefs of Staff; and the third. the 
formal discussion in plenary session. 
The United States proposed to the 
Commonwealth countries that the Eastern 
Mediterranean area and particularly the 
Middie East as such should not be 
included in any of the NATO (North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation) regional 
commands under General Eisenhower and 
that # should be made instead the 
responsibility of the Commonwealth 
countries. 


New Organisation Not Needed 


Members of the Commonweakh Con- 
ference decided beforehand to accept this 
proposal. ‘They also agreed, before they 
met in London, that this problem 
of the Middle East defence should 
be: tackled through existing Common- 
wealth machinery. and that no new organi- 
sation should be set up for this purpose. 
They were opposed to all suggestions of 
a paralici Middie East Treaty. Organisa- 
tron to the North Atiantic 
or a Mediterranean Pact. 

The informal meeting of January 6 
was the next stage in the discussion... It 
was attended by the U.K. Chiefs of Staff. 
who briefed the Premiers about the pre- 
sent situation in the Middle East. 

No official information. naturally. has 
been given about these talks but enough 
has been said about the problems before 
the mecting to enable a fair summary of 
the situation to be made 

The basic fact of the strategic situation 
is that the sum total of British land forces 
in Egypt, Libya, Malta, and the Middle 
East generally amounts to rather. less than 
one and a half divisions, fewer than 
30,000 men. And with cxisting priortiices 
m the Far East and Europe there are no 
remforcements in sight 

Alternative remforcements to British 
troops were therciore considered. The 
most practical proposal was to raise two 
West African divisions on lines. similar 
to those which had acquitted them- 
selves so well in the Abyssiman campaign. 
But this proposal was already stillborn 
before the conference because of objec- 
tions from the South African and Kenya 
Governments. 

Earlier anticipations that Australia and 
New Zealand might offer adequate 
reinforcements -were shown to be rather 
illusory. Australia emphasised that its 
concern at present was primarily in the 
Far East. 

New Zealand's regular army numbers 
2,500 officers and men, with an additional 
9,000 conscripts doing about three 
momhs service with the Army, Ar 
Force, and Navy. Again there is no 
margin for any serious reinforcement. of 
the Middle East 

India’s position was publicly stated by 
Mr. Nehru on Tuesday. India, he said, 
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has no direct concern with Middle East 
defence. 

Pakistan has 200,000 troops mobilised. 
If it settles its relations with India and 
Aighanistan, the country would require 
substantial demobilisation rather than a 
—ne of commitments to the Middle 

st. 

A South African contingent was 
thought to be practicable as part of a 
genera! Commonwealth scheme, but 
hardly by itself, 

With this military background in mind 
the Premiers turned to discuss the whole 
question more formally on Tuesday after- 
noon, January 9. The discussion was, 
however, somewhat side-tracked by the 
nature of Mr. Bevin's report, which 
inchned to dwell more on the hopes for 
the future than the problems of to-day. 


Concessions to Egyptians 


Mr. Bevin underlined the difficulty in 
making further progress in his talks with 
the Egyptian Government unless he could 
make some concession in the matter of 
withdrawing troops from the Canal zone. 
He gave the Premiers to understand that 
he was not altogether averse from making 
such a concession, but «hat the difficulty 
lay in finding alternative bases. 

On this point the Australians were 


‘rather unhappy. They wanted an assu- 


rance from the Foreign Secretary that the 
British Government would not agree to 
an cvacuation of the Canal zone without 
Prior consultation whh the Common- 
weakh countries. They were given this 
assurance, and it was made fairly clear 
that for the present, at least, Australia 
would not consent to such a step being 
taken, 

On the other hand, Pakistan's attitude 
on ths question was, to say the least. 
somewhat equivocal. Statements were 
issued in Karachi, while the Premier was 
in London, that the Pakistan Government 
supported Egypt in its demand for the 
withdrawal! of all British troops from the 
Canal zone 

it was clear at the end of the confer- 
ence that comparatively little progress had 
been made towards a practical solution. 

The next stage of these discussions— 
they could hardly be described as any- 
thing more than thai—will be set in 


_ Malta. where a conference has been called 
for next Monday by Admiral Carney, the , 


Commander of the U.S: Fleet in the 
Mediterranean, to discuss the security of 
the Medwterrancan area. The conference 
has been called at the request of NATO 
It will presumably consider the outcome 
of the Premiers’ talks. and is intended as 
no more than an exchange of informa- 
won.

Representatives of London's theological 
libraries met last week in the library of 
Jews’ College, London, to consider new 
ways to develop and exploit their 
resources. Mr. K. G. Hunt, Borough 
Librarian of Hammersmith. presided. 
Jews’ College, Dr. William's | Library, 
the British Museum, Sion College, the 
National Central Library, the Library 
Association, the University of London 
Library, the Society of Friends. the 
Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Parts. the London 
Missionary Society, the Rudolf Steiner 
Library, and the Public Libraries of 
Westminster, Hampstead, Fulham, and 
Deptford were represented. Mr. Hunt 
was elected first Chairman of the Stand- 
ing Conference. 

It was proposed to institute the issue 
of short-term research tickets to surtably 
accredited readers, by which they could, 
without further formalities, obtain refer- 
ence facilities at libraries which agreed 
to co-operate in the scheme. The final 
preparation of a joint directory of 
libraries .was approved, and among the 
projects which the conference is to con- 
sider is the preparation of a union list 
of periodicals to assist readers.

ISRAEL'S EXTERNAL 
COMMUNICATIONS

Isracl has a_ well-developed external 
communications system, said Major- 
General L. B, Nichols, Managing Direc- 
tor, Cable and Wireless Ltd.. when he 
gave an illustrated lecture on his firm at 
the Anglo-Isracli Club, Great Windmill 
Street, London, last week Mr. Israel M. 
Siefl presided 

During ts war with the Arab countries, 
said General Nichols, Israel's only means 
of telegraphic communication was over 
the Cable and Wireless network via the 
Haifa-Alexandria cable. This caused 
grave concern, as Egypt enforced a rigid 
censorship of all trafic to and trom 
Haifa. which led to many delays and 
sometimes the non-receipt Of messages 

Ihe Cable and Wireless company 
thercfore installed a temporary wireless 
station at Tel Aviv, working direct to 
London, and thereby providing a fast and 
reliable link, 

Isracl. added the speaker, now owned 
and controlled all its external communi- 
cations, and had purchased the company’s 
assets and equipment. 


DEVELOPING ISRAEL'S FISHING INDUSTRY 
New Port Being Built at Caesarea

Tet Aviv 

Fish is now one of Isracl's staple items 
of dict. In view of the difficulties 
obtaining adequate supplies of other sorts 
of food, the importance to the country 
of a flourishing fishing industry cannot 
be overstressed. The need is still 
further increased when it is realised that 
with the exception of relatively small 
supplies of carp bred locally in artificial 
ponds, a great deal of their fish comes 
to Israelis in the form of “ fish fillet,” 
slabs of frozen, boned cod. No wonder 
this unappetising fare has become at 
once the theme of most of the country's 
jokes and the bane of the housewife's 
existence. 

Yet. ironically enough, Isracli waters 
abound in fish which is there for the net- 
ting. All that is needed to keep the 
country amply provided with a varied 
supply of fish is a well-organised deep- 
sea fishing industry. . Unfortunately, this 
is not easy to arrange. Three prime needs 
are fishing vessels, fishing experience, and 
fishing ports. Andsif it takes many 
generations to produce experienced fisher- 
men, it takes a great deal of money and 
time, besides natural harbourage, to build 
a fishing port. Deep-sea fishing is there- 
fore relatively unknoOwn here. 


Bigger Catches 


The Isracli fishing fleet concentrates 
almost exclusively on trawling in coastal 
waters, and during the past year has been 
able to supply nearly one-third of the 
country’s needs. This is a considerable 
advance on the previous years catch, 
which supplied one-sixth of the country's 
requirements—and it must be remembered 
that in the past 12 months _Isracl's 
population has imcreased considerably. 

With the rapidly growing needs of the 
country, active sfeps are now being taken 
to remedy Israel's shortcomings in regard 
to the fishing industry. Instructors have 
been brought from Italy, Denmark, 
Sweden, ahd Holland. A _ village con- 
cerned golely with the training of fisher- 
men is being established, and there 200 
Italian instructors will ‘pass their 
knowledge of the craft to Israchs. A few 
kibbutzim, getting all or most of their 


income from the fishing industry, have 
been established at various points along 
the coast. 

Building fishing ports presents added 
difficulties, for, apart from Haifa Bay, 
there are very few natural bays or inlets 
suitable for all-weather ports. Neverthe- 
less, a start has already been made with 
Caesarea. This ancient village, midway 
between Haifa and Tel Aviv, which has a 
long history as a port, is now being 
rebuilt for the fifth time. When originally 
built and then rebuilt by Herod, i was 
among the largest ports on the Mediter- 
ranean. It was again rebuilt by the 
Crusaders and yet again by the Arabs. Its 
natural bay is sheltered from storms since 
its entrance faces north-west, and in this 
part of the world storms invariably come 
from the south-west or west. 


Anchorage for 90 Boats 


The present plans envisage a port area 
covering 11 acres of ground with nearly 
550 yards of quays capable of handling 
simultaneously the catches of SO fishing 
vessels. There will also be safe anchorage 
for about 90 boats. 

The first stage of the work has already 
been completed. A breakwater over 50 
yards in length has been made and the 
first 65 feet of quay erected. Actual con- 
struction of the port buildings will not 
begin until March. The cost of building 
the port is estimated at 1£1,500,000, while 
an additional 1£1 000,000 will be required 
for warehouses and factories. 


Within the past few weeks a fine 
laboratory for conducting research work, 
connected with fish and the fishing 
industry. was opened near Cacsarea by 
the Ministry of Agriculture. In addition 
to being housed in a fine building, the 
laboratory is equipped wih the ‘most 
modern apparatus. There are five bio- 
logical laboratories in the building. Infor- 
mation and publications are exchanged 
with similar centres in other parts of the 
world, including one at Plymouth. 

The: aim of the Israeli fishing industry 
is not merely to supply the nation’s own 
needs but also to develop an export 
industry which will concentrate on unning 
fish. principally sardines, which are to be 
found in great numbers around the coast. 


DESTROYING HARMONY IN THE MA’ABAROT

JERUSALEM 

Orah, in ‘the Jerusalem corridor, js 
typical of the better sort of ma‘aborot 
(transitional work settlements). .Each of 
the 60 Yemeni families in the settlement 
has its own corrugated iron hut furnished 
with beds and blankets and the pxiful 
possessions of the immigrants. 

The S57 children. attend school at 
“ Miss Cary’s.” as the building is called, 
after the lady who built it as a centre 
where Jews, Christians, and Moslems 
could mingle. The end room has been 
converted imo a kitchen: the others are 
classrooms. 

Sanitary condifions in the settlement 
are not of the best, due largely to the 
immigrants’ reluctance to make use of 
the primitive facilities provided. Diffi- 
culues also arise from time to time over 
water supplies 

The men are employed by the Jewish 
Agency in afforestation, clearing the land

for cultivation, and in building roads. 
Their wages are nearly [£2 a day, less 
certain smal} tax deductions. Some of 
the women also go ow to work as 
domestic servants. 

As in some of the  kibbutzim., 
pohtics is splitting the settlement, 
which was established by the religious 
secuon of the Histadrut. -Half the mem- 
bers want to stay in the Histadrut. . The 
remainder want to join Hapoel Hamiz- 
rachi. A fierce campaign is now bein 
waged In connection with the election o 
a local committee, which will decide 
whether the settlement joins one faction 
or the other. 


It must be admitted that few of the 
Yemenis know exactly what the two 
factions stand for, but that does not 
prevent occasional outbreaks of physical 
violence, in their championship of their 
respective groups. In the meantime, the 
camp is split into two sections, cach with 
us own rabbi, and two synagogues are 
to be built. 


WAGE-FREEZE UNLIKELY

Tet Aviv 

There is little likelihood of the Hista- 
drut responding to the recent appeal of 
Mr. Yaacov Geri, Minister of Trade and 
Industry, for a wage-freeze. 

Last year the Histadrut’s policy was to 
restrain rather than to freeze wages. 
Existing agreements were renewed. wage 
adjustments being made only in the case 
of very poorly paid workers. What salary 
imcreases there were, were given to the 


professional workers, doctors, teachers. . 


etc. The Histadrut also claims that it 
was successful in increasing productivity. 

This year the Histadrut imtends to press 
for wage increases for all who had no 
imecreases last year. It argues that there 
iS NO point in freezing wages while prices 
continue to rise. 
_ Negotiations have already begun for 
increases in the wages of the country’s 
10,000 metal workers. Half of these 
work in the Histadrut enterprises, in 
co-operatives, or for the Army. Those 
employed by the Histadrut receive slightly 
higher wages than those employed in 
privately owned enterprises. 

The private owners are o d to 
automatic wage increases, ut are 
prepared to work out a scheme of 


bonuses for increased output and 
efficiency.

THE ROSENBERG AFFAIR

LTHOUGH the confirmation of 
A the appointment of Mrs. Anna 
Rosenberg as Assistant 
Secretary of Defence by the United 
States Senate brought to an end the 
ludicrous witch-hunt against her, 
which was instigated by a group of 
antisemitic rabble-rousers, the issue is 
far from closed. The Rosenberg Case 
—or as some prefer to call it, “ The 
American Dreyfus Affair ”—is now 
being closely studied by officials of the 
Justice Department and in Congres- 
sional circles to determine whether 
there is sufficient ground. to brin 
charges of perjury and subornation o 
perjury against her accusers, who 
stirred up fictitious charges of Com- 
munist activities, Officials in Wash- 
ington now openly speak of a “ con- 
spiracy ” against Mrs. Rosenberg by 
an antisemitic clique. 

Leading members of Congress, 
prominent American journalists, and 
influential Washington newspapers are 
incensed over the incident and have 
been demanding punishment of Mrs. 
Rosenberg’s accusers. They see in the 
affair a dire threat to American democ- 
racy and to the national security of 
the country at a most crucial time. 


Highest Woman Official 
Members of Congress also stress the 


fact that since false accusations against. 


Mrs. Rosenberg were made at hearings 
of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, such action constitutes “ con- 
tempt .of Congress,” punishable by a 
term of imprisonment. Before the 
Committee decides to recommend 
contempt action. it must consider the 
extent of participation in this alleged 
conspiracy by two members of Con- 
gress. 

Mrs. Rosenberg’s nomination was 
unanimously approved by the Senate 
Committee after the plot against her 
had been exploded, and the Senate 
subsequently confirmed her appoint- 
ment—-which makes her the highest 
woman official in the U.S. Government 
to-day. Women jn highly responsible 
Government positions, particularly of 
Cabinet or sub-Cabinet rank; are a 
rarity in American public life. ' In all 
American history only. one woman has 
sat in the Cabinet, Miss Frances 
Perkins. There have been no women 
Assistant Secretaries in any of the 
governmental departments: Mrs. 
Rosenberg is the first to have such a 
distinction. 

Her appointment constitutes a three- 
fold surprise and precedent: that a 
woman became an Assistant Secretary, 
that she is a Jewish woman, and that 
she holds the office of Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defence—a domain which 
from time immemorial has been 
regarded as being “for men only.” 
She is in charge of the immensely diffi- 
cult problems of manpower allocation 
and personnel policy arising out of the 
new rearmament programme. 


Mr. Marshall's Tribute 


Mrs. Rosenberg is one of the closest 
collaborators of the Defence Secre- 
tary, Mr. George Marshall. He speaks 
of her as a person of the highest 
integrity and ability, and has stated 
publicly that he was “ very fortunate ” 
in securing her services. Coming from 
a soldier, statesman, and administrator 
like Mr. Marshall, this is a tribute of 
no small value. 

This energetic woman came to the 
United States as a little immigrant girl 
from Hungary, where she was born in 
1902 in Budapest. Her parents, 
Albert and Charlotte Lederer, brought’ 
her to this country in 1912. Seven 
years later she became a naturalised 
American citizen and in the same year’ 
she was married to Mr. Juljus Rosen- 
berg in New York. She is the mother 
of a son who saw service in the armed 
forces during the Second World War. 

Mrs. Rosenberg’s career began in 
1924 when she became a consultant 
on public relations, labour, and per- 
sonnel matters, which she practised in 
a private capacity for a decade. For 
the past 16 years she has been in 

ublic service—-Federal, State, and 
ew York City-—and has grown in 
experience, stature, and position from 
year to year. She has a most impres- 
sive record of governmental assign- 


ments in the fields of labour relations, | 


manpower, and personnel problems, 
and more recently also in matters of a 
military nature. 3 

Starting with the National Recovery 


Administration in 1934, Mrs. Rosen- 
berg became regional director the fol- 
lowing year, then served as regional 
director jn New York for the Social 
Security Administration for a period 
of seven years. In the years before 
the war she was a member of the New 
York City Industrial Relations Board 
and served on the commission 
appointed by President Roosevelt to 
study industrial relations in Britain 
and Sweden. 

When the United States entered the 
war, Mrs. Rosenberg joined the Office 
of Defence. For three years she was 
regional director of the War Man- 
power Commission, where she distin- 
guished herself by her ability and 
resourcefulness. In 1944, when the 
successful conclusion of the war was 
assured, President Roosevelt  dis- 
patched her as his personal representa- 
tive to the European war theatre to 
make a study of the probiems of the 
returning troops. The following year, 
President Truman sent her on a 
similar assignment and she helped to 
speed up the return of the American 
armed forces and their reintegration 
into civilian life. 

From 1944 until 1947 she served on 
the advisory board of the Office of 
War Mobilisation and Reconversion, 
helping in the reconversion of industry 
from wartime to peacetime economy. 
Three years ago, as a member of the 
President's Advisory Commission on 
Universal Military Training, Mrs. 
Rosenberg was helpful in drawing up 
the so-called Compton Report urging 
universal training which. if then 
accepted by Congress, might have 
found America better prepared for the 
Korean emergency. 


Interest in Zioniam 


Last summer, shortly after the out- 
break of the Korean war, Mrs. Rosen- 
berg was appointed special consultant 
on manpower problems to Mr. Stuart 
Symington, Chairman of the National 
Security Resources Board, and a 
member of the Board's committee on 
mobilisation policy. This led to her 
present appointment as Assistant 
Secretary of Defence. 

Notwithstanding this busy career, 
Mrs. Rosenberg found time occasion- 
ally to be active in Zionist affairs, to 
follow -the struggle for the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel, and to aid 
in the effort to pass the Displaced 
Persons Bill. She was active in the 
work for the United Service for New 
Americans, the organisation which 
assists in the settlement and welfare of 
Jewish immigrants to the U.S.A. 

Such is the female dynamo known 
as Anna M. Rosenberg, whose task it 
now is to solve labour shortages in 
important defence industries, to hold 
the confidence and obtain the fullest 
co-operation from labour, industry, 
and the Government for a concen- 
trated effort in the present emergency. 
She is known to have a compelling 
personality and a knack for getting 
things done. She has been entrusted 
with the greatest responsibility any 
woman ever had in America, and it is 
a source of pride to know that a 
woman of immigrant stock and Jewish 
extraction has risen to such heights 
in American public life—a sign that 
democracy is still a vital factor, even 
in times of fear and hysteria such as 
these, and even in the face of a 
deliberate and vicious conspiracy by 
some of the worst rabble-rousers in 
this country.

DUTY ON PARCELS TO 
ISRAEL

“ As for medical parcels, all medical 
supplies imported for hospitals, public or 
private, are exempt from duty. Medicines 
sent by private individuals, however, 
unless they contain vital substances such 
as streptomycin or anti-malarial vaccines, 
are liable to a 35 per cent ad valorem

DISCONTENT IN ARAB 
PALESTINE 


Poverty & Unemployment

Lake Success 

News has been received here of a 
growing resentment, becoming more 
vocal im spite of censorship, in Arab 
Palestine against the widespread 
poverty, unemployment, and economic 
distress under the Jordanian régime. 

While Amman itself prospers through 
the influx of Palestinian Arab refugees. 
whose superior education and background 
is rapidly giving them a strong foothold 
in business and the professions, the Jor- 
danian economy is shaky with a ten to 
one ratio of imports over exports. Jus 
as bsrael must import food Over- 
seas, Owing to the Arab boycott, Jor- 
dan’s hard currency similarly goes down 
the drain in excessive imports of manu- 
factured goods which, if normal relations 
with Israci existed, could be brought 
across the border Unlike Israc!, how- 
ever, Jordan has no port outlet, such as 
it might have through Haifa if it had a 
treaty with the Israelis. 


Israeli Aids Refugees 


But the burden of Jordan's dislocated 
economy falls heaviest on Arab Pales- 
tine, and the Arabs there are now 
reported to be saving that had they 
known the Arab armies would stop short 
of complete conquest of Palestine, they 
might have made a deal with the Zionists. 
Arabs at the United Nations are frank 
in that an aggressive Israc! 
bent on expansion could easily exploit 
the present resentmem to annex the whole 
of Palesune. 

However. Israci is in no mood, and 
the internationa! tension 1s too unseitied, 
for such a desien. instead, Israci, it 1s 
lgarned, has secretly pledged to the U.N. 
Commutee on Contributions the sum of 
$2,800,000 as its contribution tothe 
$50,000,000 Reintegration Fund in aid of 
the Arab refugces. The failure of mos 
other countries to pay their contributions 
has left the Fund short of 25 per cent 
of 1s total. But America’s conirbution 
of $25.000.000 and Britain's cootrrbution 
of $8,700,000 constiitwe a good begin- 
ning. despite the slow start, for a turn- 
ing pom in the hopeless refugee tangic, 
if not in the over-all Palestine peace ques- 

The Palestine dcadiock is now assuming 
new interest im the minds of American 
strategists, who are still to forge 
a Meduerranean defence link despite 
Arab alooiness. 


Relations With Turkey 


As seen here. the Western chain of air 
bases in North Africa and the Near East, 
supported by nava! bases in the Medner- 
ranean, must be fortified by a Medxer- 
ranean Pact including Portugal, Spain, 
Italy, Greece, and Turkey. Israel, like 
the Arabs. is loath to participate in such 
a pact for fear of upsemime the Russians 
But since «ut is tsolated from the Arabs 
it is hoped that Israel could Iimk itself 
to such a cham through a bilateral miii- 
tary alhance with Turkey. 

This plan. it is reporied here. was sub- 
mitted to the recent Commonwealth Con- 
ference by the Military Commuttee of 
the Atlaniic Pact Alliance. It was also 
the subiect of a conversation between the 
Greek Chief of Staff, General Kitrilakis. 
who ts expected to arrive shortly in 
Washington, and Turkey's Chief of Staff, 
General Muri Yamut. Details of their 
conversation are said to have been trans- 
mitted to Israel's Colonel! Dayan. When 
completed, « is hoped that this chain will 
force the Arab States to support the 
West in case of war, or, in any event. 
to prevent them from possible collabora- 
tion wih Moscow. 


ANGLO-ISRAELI TALKS 
Financial Agreement Expected

The, Bill, which was tabled followin 
prescure from the United States High 
Commissioner, will, in the view of Jewish 
observers, have little practical value since 
it has so many escape clauses. Former 
Nazis, for example, will be able to retain 


possession of Jewish-owned flats unless it 


is proved that they jook part personally 
in their seizure. Moreover, present 
occupants of such dwellings cannot be 
forced to hand over the premises if they 
obtained possession more than three 
months after the rightful owners were 
ejected. 

Another provision sharply contested by 
the Jewish community is that excluding 
from restitution premises allocated by the 
authorities because of the “ personal or 
economic needs” of the applicant. This 
provision. says the community in its 
memorandum, favours especially those 

ople who were members of the Nazi 

arty or were closely connected with it. 
or who recetved from the Nazis recoe- 
nition and awards for services rendered. 

Legislation to re-establish the 
rights of Jewish victims of Nazism, u is 
fell; ts urgently required, as many 
hundreds of people in this category are

PARIS LIBEL ACTION 
Antises..itic Paper Sued

Paris 

A libel action, which was started last 
April by three organisations of Jewish 
ex-Servicemen and Jewish war victims 
against the antisemitic French weekly 
publication ASPECTS DE La FRANCE. was 
given a first hearing in a Paris court last 
week-end. The long delay occurred 
because it has proved impossible to 
discover the identity of the people who 
own and run the paper, which has the 
absurdly low nominal capital of 250,000 
francs (about £250). 

Messrs. Calzant, Duprat, and Biagg'. 
three lawyers known for their pro-fascist 
views, appeared on behalf of the paper. 
M. Duprat claimed that Jewish ex-Service- 
men “ have no legal right to sue a French 
paper because they are foreigners.” 
When this plea failed, M. Calzant based 
his defence on the argument that “ tra- 
ditional French antisemitism is perfectly 
respectable and justifiable, and not to be 
confused with the brutal German form of 
antisemitism.” He admitted, however, 
that ASPECTS DE LA FRANCE was a resur- 
rection of the leading pre-war fascist 
journal ACTION FRANCAISE. 

The case was adjourned for a fortnight. 


FUTURE OF “ HARD-CORE ”

Difficulty of Entering Israel

A pressing problem facing Jewish 
leaders here is the future of the 1.000 
“ hard-core” cases in Libya—aged and 
sick Jews,: whom the Israeli. authorities 
are not, for the time being, in a position 
to admit 

Ihe vast majority of these people are 
mamitamed by relatives, and it is estimated 
that 3,000 would-be emigrants who sup- 
port their needy dependants will be 
prevented from leaving the country unless 
the Israch authorities agree to admit the 
“ hard-core’ cases before the Jewish 
Agency closes its Immigration Office here 
later this year.

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THE STATUS OF 
MINISTERS 


FOR a considerable time past, the status of 
the Anglo-Jewish ministry has been a sub- 
ject much under discussion by all who are 
concerned about the community's religious 
future. It is natural that this subject should 
have specially engaged the attention of the 
United Synagogue, since the policy and 
standards adopted by that organisation have 
such a direct bearing on the question and 
exert an influence that extends even beyond 
its own immediate jurisdiction. Just a year 
ago it was announced that the Honorary 
Officers of the United Synagogue had the 
problem under close review,- and (their 
resultant report and recommendations were 
enthusiastically adopted by the Council at 
its meeting last Monday. It was then 
resolved that steps should be taken as early 
as possible to give effect to the several 
important proposals made for improving the 
Status and emoluments of -ministers of con- 
stituent synagogues of the United Synagogue. 


The new proposals are the happy result 
of frank and friendly discussions between 
the Honorary Officers and the representa- 
tives of the ministers (both. preachers and 
readers). In the course of these discussions. 
the necessity became apparent of seeking a 
state of affairs whereby the “ employer- 
employee’ relationship between synagogue 
and minister might be minimised. It was 
recognised that a tendency towards such an 
unsatisfactory relationship was aggravated 
by the form of some of the existing by-laws 
of the United Synagogue. and by some of 
the clauses in the munister’s agreement of 
service. In these instances, the substitution 
ot new by-laws and clauses should remove 
any derogatory reflections upon the status 
of the ministry, and should promote con- 
ditions for more effective co-operation 
between spiritual and lay leaders in each 
congregation. 

As regards emoluments, considerable 
improvements will be effected. In 
brief, the new salary proposals mean that a 
family. allowance will be given for each 
child: that the present salary scales will be 
increased by approximately 10 per cent: 
and that the payment of a 10 per cent 
temporary cost-of-living contribution (based 
on the new increased salary) will be con- 
tinued. Moreover, this scale will. bring 
improved pension benefits. Thus the new 
Salary scales represent a very intensive and 
strenuous endeavour by the United Syna- 
gogue to improve the economic position of 
its ministers, [hey are certainly in advance 
of the practice of any other synagogal body 
in this country. i 

In the report, the Honorary Officers and 
the ministers im expressing belief 
that these changes of status and increase of 
salary will make for an improvement in the 
status of ministers, for happier relationships 
between them and their. congregations, and 
for the greater attractiveness of the ministry. 
The hope is expressed that, while such 
changes in the situation as can result from 
these alterations will not by any means 
wholly solve the problem facing the com- 
munity, they will at least form a constructive 
first step towards the goal which al! desire 
to achieve. We believe that the community 
will warmly endorse this judgment.

ISRAEL AND KOREA 


THE uncertainty that still hangs over the 
Far Eastern scene ought not to detract from 
the significance of the past fortnight’s pro- 


ceedings in the United Nations Assembly, im 


which an important part was played by the 
Israeli delegation. The resolution which called 
for a cease-fire in Korea, to be followed by 
negotiations between the Great Powers on a 
settlement of the whole Far Eastern complex 
of problems, owed its inception to an 
initiative taken by Israel and was.drafted in 
close consultation between the British and 
Israeli delegations. The latter was con- 
sequently able to sponsor proposals which 
the British Government regarded as essential 
for a settlement but which it might not have 
been willing itself to advance publicly in the 
face of Congressional hostility towards signs 
of what it is now fashionable to call “ appease- 
ment,” though there are in fact few parallels 
with the Munich episode. Israel, in turn, was 
kept informed—through the British delegates, 
and ultimately through the Indian Ambassa- 
dor in Peking—of what the Chinese might 
regard as minimum terms for a peaceful 
settlement. At his press conference in Lon- 


don on Tuesday, Mr. Nenru, the Indian 


Prime Minister, coupled praise for Israel's 
initiative with a warning that Peking would 
refuse a cease-fire in Korea unless it were 
coupled with a general conference on the 
Far Bast. But there is no question of 
whose prestige has been enhanced by the 
events of the past fortnight. Israel is now 
closely aligned with Britain and the Common- 
wealth on the Chinese issue, and the rather 
petty attempts of the Arab bloc to hinder the 
progress of the resolution, merely because 
Israel was associated with it, have served to 
underline the contrast between Israel's 
general attitude and that of her neighbours. 
At the same time it has been shown that small 
neutral countries can play a very useful part 
in enabling the Great Powers to narrow their 
differences. Most important of all, Israel at 
this early stage of its Statehood, and in spite 
of its small size, is demonstrating that it is 
alive to its responsib:iities as a member of 
the community of nations and that it is con- 
cerned not only with its own pressing prob- 
lems, but with the welfare of humanity as 
a whole. 


FEMALE FRANCHISE 

Once again the die-hards have had their 
way over the question of “votes for 
women ” at the United Synagogue. It is ta 
be regretted that the Council of that institu- 
tion, at its meeting on Monday this week. 
should have decided, on the motion of Mr. 
ISAAC LANDAU, to set up a “special com- 
mittee to inquire into the whole question 
of the rights and privileges of women seat- 
holders in their own right,” and to throw 
out the simple resolution, proposed by Mr. 
M. W. Doms, that women who themselves 
pay for their membership should have, in 
equitable return, the right to vote at syna- 
gogue elections. This decision only goes to 
show that there has not yet been a complete 
awakening to the need for all our religious 
institutions to take account of the require- 
ments of contemporary life. The principle 
of the granting of the franchise to women 
seatholders of Orthodox synagogues has 
already been conceded on unimpeachable 
authority. Thus, the Yehidot of the Sefardi 
community in London have exercised this 
right for the past thirty years, and one of 
them was last year elected as an Elder. To 
take an example from the Federation of 
Synagogues, whose standards of Jewish 
Orthodoxy are also, one may say, no lower 
than those of the United Synagogue, the new 
Rutzon Tov (formerly Wellington Road) 
Synagogue, which was consecrated by dis- 
tinguished rabbis last month, has a woman 
on its Board of Management. As regards 
the United Synagogue, the late Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. J. H. Hertz, ruled as long ago as 1927 
that there was no objection whatsoever in 
Jewish Law to the granting of voting powers 
to women seatholders. The question was 
again referred to the present Cuier Rassi, 
who has just ruled that religious law permits 
women to vote but not to be elected to 


synagogal office. Votes for women is a 
matter of policy of a major character, as it 
involves an alteration of the constitution, 
and the responsibility, therefore, for an 


ultimate decision on the question belongs 
to the whole Council. Setting up a special 
committee is not the way to deal with it. 
Indeed, it is only a time-wasting expedient. 
One may take a lesson in procedure from the 
highest constitutional body in the land. 
Bills of major importance, after their second 
reading, are committed to a committee of 


the whole House of Commons and not sent 


up for the consideration of a standing com- 
mittee. 
is not left to only a small body of members. 
Whatever the United Synagogue’s- special 
committee finds or recommends on this 
unnecessarily thorny question, the matter 


will still have to go back to the Council itself 


for decision. The danger is that, with a 
special committee in existence, the Council 
as a whole will be tempted not to discuss 


the subject adequately, on the plea that 
the committee-men will have traversed the 


entire question so thoroughly as to save the 
Council members the trouble. The Council 
ought not to have been put into such a false 
position. Mr. LaNpbavu, in his astonishing 
advice to the Council not to accept the 
Cuier RaAssi's ruling, has, to put it at its 
kindest, succeeded in embarrassing Rabbi 
Bropit, while Mr. LANDAU ‘and Mr. Harry 
GAVENTA, the seconder of the agreed new 
resolution (miscalled an amendment), have 
together proved that obscurantism still has 
its champions. 


THE STATUS OF WARDENS 


Now that the nettle has been grasped by 
the United Synagogue over the status of 
ministers, to the satisfaction (one hopes) of 
all concerned, it is perhaps timely to suggest 
a consideration of the “ status of Wardens.” 
Those worthy and worried gentlemen, the 
sparring partners,”: as it were, 
who are elected—some more willingly than 
others—into the presiding office in our con- 
gregations, have their own private griefs, and 
ambitions, to consider. Although fortunately 
in their case, as their services are given with- 
out fee, there is no need to lose sleep over the 
insufficiency of their emoluments, there is no

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MEANING OF PROGRESS 


The Historical Process 


The Belief in Progress. By 
Oxford University Press. 10s. 6d. 


Reviewed by Rabbi Dr. A. ALTMANN 


A great deal of theological thinking has, in 
recent years, been devoted to the problem of 
history. Kh was inevitable that the breakdown 
of modern man’s confidence in progress should 
invite religious thinkers to reflect on the nature 
and significance of the historical process. 
Berdyaev, Niebuhr, and recently Professor 
Butterfield have, each in his own way, subjected 
the character of history to searching analyses, & 
and tried to determine the place it holds in the is 
religious scheme of things. 

Professor Baillie’s lucid and graceful study does 
not pursue the high aim of working ow a Christian 
philosophy of history. It focuses attention on one 
single theme which stands out in the consciousness 4 
of modern man, that of the belief in progress, and ; 
presents a fascinating historical account of the way 
in which this.belief came to dominate the outlook 
of mankind in the last two centuries. Following 
the suggestions made by Bury in his * Idea of 
Progress" (1920). he traces the growth of this 
concen from the end of the sevenicenth century 
onwards down to the fantastic proportions i 
assumed in the evolutionist metaphysical systems 
of Bergson, Willram James, and Samue! Alexander, 
in which the principle of progress is carried into the 
heart of ultimate reality, and God Himself is 
conceived as a progressive force. 


Human Advancement 


The story of the development and come of 
the idea is told with a superb mastery of its philo- 
sophical aspects, but one would have wished to ste 
it related to the larger. sociological, and even 
economic, background of the liberal era, in order 
betier to understand its break-down in our present 
age. Canon V. A. Demant’s recent lectures in the 
Third Programme scem to enliven, by their wider 
conspectus, what otherwise appears as a process of 
abstract thinking. Professor Baillic, however, 1s 
not concerned wh the historical forces behind the 
idea of progress. He analyses, in the abstract, and 
effectively criticises this belief as one arising from 
a priori assumptions rather than from observable 
facts. He makes the point that man’s advance 
along the road of progress ts limited to the technical 
field. and shows no signs of a corresponding growth 
in the moral and spirttua!l spheres. His techniques 
have umproved. but his human character has 
remained unchanged. There is nothing in the way 
of solid fact on which belief in progress can base 
itself, and Professor Baillie ruthlessly exposes the 
fallacies imherent in Hs compository elements. In 
peeling the onion of man’s irrational confidence 
in the inevitability of progress, he demonstrates that 
none of the successive stages through which this 
belicf has passed provides a ‘reliable priori 
foundation on which to rest it. 

But the author does not wish to leave us in utter 
disillusion. The main point he makes. and the axis 
on which his book rotates, is the assertion that 
fundamentally the belief in progress is a residue, 
in a secularised form, of the Biblical concept of 
history as a forward-moving pattern, with a goal at 
its end and a unique significance attached to it as 
distinct from nature. Professor Baillie here links up | 
with the profound insights of recem Biblical 
scholarship which clearly perceived the historical 
consciousness of Israel's prophecy in contrast to 
the a-historical outlook of India and Greece. The 
esseniial thesis of the book is. therefore. the 
reaffirmation of the Biblical faith in the messianic 
goal of history. Exn philosophy. re-enter theology. 
Where philosophy has failed, religious faith may 
preach the gospel of hope. Bui which théology - 
and which faith? P 


Messianic Concept 


To put & in a nutshell, Professor Baillie seeks to 
find a place for the Jewish messianic concept within 
the framework of a Christian eschatology. He 
wants 10 hold out the ancient Jewish hope that man 
will eventually conguer evil, not only in a future 
world beyond but on the terrestrial plane of history 
itself. He makes this valiant aitempt in defiance 
of the deepest trends in Christian eschatology, and 
it 1S Interesting to observe how he sirikes out for 
himself a middle path between the “ futurist ” 
of men hke Johannes Weiss and Albert 
Schwemzer the “realised eschatology” of 
C. H. Dodd. haps the last chapter of the book. 
in which the aul imMroduces us to the contem- 
porary Christian com on eschatology, is 
the most significant one The Christian claims 
to live in a world already redtemed and yet looks 
forward to the second coming of the Saviour as 
the crowning act of salvation. The ambiguity 
inherent tn this theology creates the fundamental 
problem of Christian eschatology and, indeed, of 
the Christian view of history. 

Professor Baillie does not solve this problem. 
but boldiy complicates u by introducing the Jewish 
messianic concept into the texiure of his eschato-

logy. He belheves that, through Christian 
missionary activity. mankind wi!! eventually be 
transformed and reach a happier sate than the ot 


one that has prevailed hitherto.

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MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE IN ISRAEL

israel is the successor of the Man- 

datory Government of Palestine. 
One of the first acts of the Provisional! 
Council of the Government in May, 
1948, jmmediately following _ the 
Declaration of Independence, was to 
pass an ordinance maintaining in force 
the law of Palestine, save in so far 
as " was replaced by legislative enact- 
ment by Israel. It was a feature of 
the Mandatory system to leave juris- 
diction in matters of personal status— 
which jncludes marriage, alimony, 
and divorce—to_ religious courts 
applying the religious law of the dif- 
ferent communities, as had been the 
case under the Ottoman régime. For 


I" its legal system the Republic of 


the Moslems, who were, of course, the . 


large majority, it was the Shari law 
administered by Kadis: for the Jews 
the Rabbinical law administered by 
rabbinical tribunals; for Christians 
Byzantine codes administered by the 
Patriarch or Bishop of the community, 

The Palestine Order-in-Council of 
1922, which was the constitution of 
the mandated territory, prescribed that 
the religious courts should have exclu- 
sive jurisdiction in matters of marriage 
and divorce of Jews, except those who 
were foreign nationals. Jews who 
were foreign nationals might have a 
civil marriage, if their national law 
so provided, before the Consul of their 
nationality, or, in the case of a British 
subject, before a: British District Com- 
missioner. At the same time, they 
could opt for a religious celebration ; 
and in accordance with the accepted 
principles of international law. such a 
rehgious celebration was valid every- 
where. 


Court Jurisdiction 


It was, however, expressly provided 
that foreign nationals could not obtain 
a divorce from a rabbinical court. As 
the civil courts of Palestine had no 
jurisdiction in divorce, jt was not pos- 
sible for Jews who were foreign sub- 
jects—including . English Jews-—to 
obtain a divorce at all in Palestine 
under the Mandate. A case was, 
indeed, brought before the Supreme 
Court some ten years ago relating to 
a divorce between Polish Jews, said 
to have been given by Ger without 
any judicial act. It was argued that 
that was a Valid divorce by the 
national (i.e.. Polish) law of the 
parties. Mr. Justice Frimkin, then 
the Jewish Judge in the Supreme 
Court, favoured that contention, but 
the court did not give a final decision 
upon it. 


The Government of Israel has not 
yet made any innovation of principle 
in the law of personal status. The 
question is too thorny for any sudden 
change. HK excites the strongest feel- 
ing between the religious and the 
other parties. The rabbinical tribunals 
retain their exclusive competence in 
questions of marriage and divorce of 
Isracli Jews; but the prohibition 
against granting a divorce to a Jew 
who is a foreign subject is still in 
force-——according to the law, even if it 
is not always honoured in practice. A 
civil marriage is still possible for 
British and other foreign Jews before 
the Consul: but there is no civil mar- 
riage in the law of Israel. The exclu- 
sive atwthority of the rabbinical 
courts to celebrate and register mar- 
riages 3s recognised for all Jews who 
are not foreign subjects. The Chief 
Rabbinate has drawn up a list of 
rabbis who are empowered to perform 
and register a Jewish marriage, in 
accordance with an ordinance of the 
British administration. 


Status of Progressive Ministers 


This exclusive jurisdiction of the 
rabbinate jnvolves hardship for one 
section of the Jewish community 
whose rabbis are not recognised and 
hence are not included in the list. The 
particular issue has been raised by two 
congregations of Reform or Liberal 
Jews, mostly from Germany, at Tel 
Aviv and at Haifa, who have as their 
ministers former German rabbis. The 
Chief Rabbinate has hitherto refused 
to recogmse the rabbinical status of 
these ministers, or to accord them the 
right to celebrate and register a mar- 
riage Of members of their congrega- 
tion. So the parties marrying are 
compelled to call on an Orthodox 
rabbi who requires compliance with 
all the tenets of the Jewish Law. 

In the days of the Palestine Govern- 
ment the matter was taken up by the 
World Union for Progressive Judaism 
with the British authorities ; and it had 
been agreed in principle to introduce 
legislation about civil marriage in order 
to get over the disability. But no legis- 
lation was actually framed before the 
Mandate came to an end. 

It was not to be expected that the 
Government of Israel, in which the 
Religious Bloc js an integral part of 
the Coalition and holds the balance 
of power, would be in a hurry to meet 


the requests of the small minority of . 


Reform Jews. In Jerusalem, for- 
tunately, the problem was solved 
many years ago, because the munister 


of the Reform congregation there was 
recognised both by the late Chief 
Rabbi Kook and later by Chief Rabbi 
Herzog, and was granted a licence to 
register marriages. When Dr. Wil- 
helm became Chief Kabbi in Sweden 
his successor in Jerusalem was like- 
wise granted a licence. 

It is no doubt anomalous that one 
Liberal rabbi may do what two others 
may not; but the field of religious 
jurisdiction js strewn with anomalies. 
If a case should arise of a Jew and 
Jewess in Israel] who wish to be mar- 
ried but are under some incapacity 
according to rabbinical law, and are 
not foreign subjects, they could not 
at present have their marriage cele- 
brated in the country. They would 
have to go to another country, near 
or far, which allowed a civil marriage 
or recognised the right of a dissentient 
section of Jews to celebrate marriages. 
So, too, Jews who are not Israelis 
could obtain a valid divorce only by 
an action in the courts of their original 
nationality. 

The question of the obligation to 
gramt maintenance to a wife separated 
from her husband has engaged the 
attention of the High Court of Israel. 
The point at issue is. whether such 
maintenance is to be regarded as 
alimony within the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of the rabbinical court, or dif- 
ferent from it and, therefore, within 
the jurisdiction of the Israeli civil 
courts. The matter was referred 
recently to a special tribunal com- 
posed of a Judge of the Civil Supreme 
Court and a Judge of the Religious 
Court appointed by the Chief Rab- 
binate. The decision has not vet been 
given. But the practice hitherto has 
been to recognise the right of the civil 
court to grant maintenance. 


Israeli Law and U.N. Resolution 


The inflexible attitude of the rab- 
binical authority in the matter of mar- 
riage has been impugned as incom- 
patible with the freedom of conscience 
clause of the Declaration of the Rights 
of Man. which, though noi formally 
part of the Jaw of Israel. is morally 
binding. since jt was included as a 
fundamental part of the Constitution 
of the Jewish and Arab States by the 
resolution of the United Nations 
Assembly im 1947. When the time 
comes for defining the Rights of Man 
in some organic law of tsrael it is 
expected that some assurance‘ will 
have to be given to those Jews who 
do not accept the full rabbinical tradi- 
tion. so. that they may celebrate a 
marriage or be granted divorce by 
their own rabbis. without being sub- 
lected to.the scrutiny of the Orthodox 
Rabbinate.

The solution to the problem of the 
unexpected emergence of Tu B shvat 
as a Festival may be the establishment 
of the Jewish State—-an event fore- 
shadowed in the Torah by the com- 
mand “ And when ve shall have come 
into the land, and shall have planted 
all manner of trees for food. Pog 
(Lev. xix. 23.) On this verse, the 
Midrash (Lev. R. xxvii) comments: 
“Do not say: © We shall dwell therein 
without planting. No, just as others 
before vou have planted, so you also 
must plant for the sake of your 
children.” 

The imagination of the Jew was 
fired. Of course this day shall be 
marked out as one on which trees 
shall be planted. Did not God plant 
a garden of trees when the world was 
first shapen into being ? See, too, 
what trees can do towards the draining 
of swamps—the  plague-spots of 
malaria! | 


A Talmudic Custom 


The establishment of the Jewish 
State was not, however, responsible 
for the idea of tree-planting on 
Tu Bshvat. Wt simply universalised a 
custom that was already prevalent in 
Talmudic times. This was for parents 
to plant a cedar sapling on the birth 
of a son and a cypress for a girl. 
Before the marriages of the children 
their respective trees would be lopped, 
to be converted into the four poles over 
which the canopy (chuppa) was spread. 

From this custom it became natural 
to idealise still! further the planting 
of trees. The life of man, say our 
moralists. must be as selfless and as 
useful as that of the tree, affording 


shade from summer's heat, providing 
food for human delight and material 
for the building of homes and the 
wherewithal to keep them warm. In 
view of the many lessons taught b\ 
the tree, little wonder that the codes 
prescribe this blessing to be said when 
beholding a burgeoning tree al the 
apex of its loveliness: ~ Blessed art 
Thou, O Lord of the universe. who 
hath not caused Thy world to lack 
anything, and who hath created good 
creatures and goodly trees with which 
to delight mankind.” 

Long before the establishment of 
the State of Israel. our medieval 
ancestors clutched at every reminder 
of their claim to the possession of a 
land “flowing with milk and honey 
(Deut. xxxi, 20). They would spend 
the eve of Tu Bshvat in wakeful vigil, 


reciting passages culled from Bible 
and Mishna, Talmud and Zohar, 
dealing with the fruits for which 


Eretz Yisrael was famed, and regaling 
themselves intermittently with some of 
these fruits and with hot drinks, In 
Chassidic circles the custom existed of 
frying the Etrog used on the last 
Succot festival and eating it to the 
accompaniment of a prayer that God 
would provide another Etrog for next 
year’s celebration. They would then 
attire themselves in festive array and 
keep that day as a Yomftov. 

Our festival is another proof that 
Zionism. far from reducing Jewish 
observance. has awakened to new life 
practices that might, to our loss, have 
been forgotten. Who knows but that, 
given time, the State of Israel may 
not again fulfil the description given 
of it by the Prophet of old:.” For out 
of Zion shall go forth the law, and the 
word of the Lord from Jerusalem.” 
(Isaiah a, 3.) {CopyRiGuT] 


THE STONE OF SCONE

HE disappearance of the Stone 

of Scone from the Coronation 

Chair in Westminster Abbey has 
revived interest in Irish and Scottish 
legends. which allege that a son-in- 
law of Pharaoh, who feared the power 
of Moses, removed the stone upon 
which Jacob had slept, first to Spain 
then to Ireland. 

Believers in the theory that the 
British are descended from the lost 
Ten Tribes of Israel allege that 
Jeremiah or Baruch transferred the 
Stone from Jerusalem to _ Ireland. 
whence in due course it reached Scone 
and Westminster. 

Not only does geology discredit the 
idea that the Stone of Scone was ever 
in Palestine, but Jewish literature offers 
a number of legends as to what 
became of Jacob's Stone. none of 
which agrees with the Irish, Scottish. 
or British legends. The nearest 
allusion to a throne in connection 
with Jacob's Stone is in Midrash 
Genesis Rabba Ilxvili, which says: 
“Jacob was so weary when he lay 
down to sleep at Luz, that the very 
stones whereon he lay were like a Bed 


or a throne” ‘ow 
Jacob's Pillow 


Where shall we look for Jacob's 
pillow ? Which Bethel ? Students of 
Rashi to Genesis xxviii. 17. or of 
Nachmanides, will see that several 
different places were called Bethel. 
This is quife understandable, since the 
name means “ House of God.” which 
could be applied to many shrines. 
Rabbi Eleazar (Talmud Pesachim 
Ixxxvill) identifies the Bethel of 
Jacob's dream with Jerusalem at 
Mount Moriah. The -. Pirke dR. 
Eliezer, Xxxv,. says Jacob chose as 
stones for his head some of the. very 
stones on which Isaac had been bound 
for sacrifice. If. therefore, Luz= 
Bethe! = Jerusalem= Mt. Moriah. - we 
may picture Jacob pouring oil on the 
Stone in order that he might recog- 
mise it when he came back’ from his 
wanderings (lbn Ezra to Genesis 
xxvint, 18). 

Nachmanides to Genesis xxxi, 13, 
paraphrases it thus: “| am the God 
of Bethel, the only God. to whom 
thou didst vow service in the chosen 
land.” The form of service was the 
building of an altar of stone at Bethel. 
as we read Jacob actually. did 
(Genesis. xxxv, 7). . That Jacob never 
forgot the stone of Bethel may be 
seen from Genesis xlix, 24, where the 
words translated “ rock of Israel” are 


“stone of Israel.” 
What happened to the Stone of 
Bethel after Jacob's death ? Pre- 
sumably tt remained in the neighbour- 
hood of Bethel, wherever Bethel was. 
But Jewish legend will not leave it 
there. According to these stories, it 
is in one of three places—(1) the 
Mosque of Omar; (2) the Wailing 
Wall: or (3) under the earth. In 
both (1) and (3) Jacob's Stone is called 


Eben Shethiyya., the Foundation 
Stone, while in (2) it is called “ The 
stone which the builders rejected 


(Psalm cxviit, 22). 
The Earth's Keystone 


Legend (1) js found in Pirke dR. 
Elhezer, xxxv, where we read: “Jacob. 
awaking from his dream at Bethel. 
made his vow there by throwing him- 
self down at the Eben Shethivva and 
praying thus: ‘Lord of all worlds! 
if Thou wilt bring me back to this 
place in peace, I will offer to Thee 
my sacrifices of thanks. The Eben 
Shethivya, according to this legend, is 
the highest point on the site of the 
Holy of Holies. It is as the keystone 
or wedge in the structure of the earth, 
“just as one makes a kevstone in an 
arch" MWY OIND PIR? 
“p°>5, That is why Ezekiel calls 
the Jerusalem Temple of the Future 
the umbilical cord between Creation 
and the Creator. 

We know from the Talmud (e.g.. 
Yoma 53b and Tosefta Yoma ii) that 
there Was an ancient stone, some 
three handbreadths jn height, at about 
the centre of the Holy of Holies, both 
in the First and Second Temples. It 
was called Eben Shethivya. It had 
been the pedestal for the Ark of the 
Covenant of Moses until it was either 
hidden or lost with the destruction of 
the First Temple. But the Eben

Shethiyva remained right down to the 
vear 70 c.k.. and is still in the Mosque 
of Omar. 

When we Jews walk round the 
synagogue with citron, palm branch, 
myrtle, and willow, and sing Hosanna 
on the Festival of Tabernacles, we still 
call to mind the Eben Shethiyva. 

According to the rabbis’ ideas, the 
Eben Shethivya was the first atom of 
created matter. God cast it on the 
waters of chaos, so that, in concentric 
circles, a world might grow, in this 
order: Eben Shethivya, the Holy of 
Holies, the Temple, Jerusalem. the 
Land of Israel, the continents. Some- 
where near the Eben Shethivva the 
rabbis imagine a fissure in the earth's 
crust. If the Eben Shethivva were to 
become dislodged the waters of the 
great deep would rise up through that 
fissure and submerge the earth. 

Jewish legend says also that when 
David and Ahithophel were planning 
to lay the foundations of the Temple, 


they brought the world into great 
danger by lifting some clay: which 
was all that separated the earth's 


crust from the fissure. What was to 
be done ? Might one write the name 
of God on that thin piece of clay ? 
Would the Holy Name not be washed 
away ? Would it be reverent thus to 
write it? Yes. The Torah allowed 
it in order to make peace between 
a man and his wife.’ How much more, 
then. is it permissible in order to make 
peace for the entire world! (gee 
Talmud Succah and Targum 
Jerusalmi to Exodus xxvin, 30.) 

Even if the story about the Fhen 
Shethivva stopping the mouth of the 
great deep is only a legend, is it not 
a parable ” How very thin is the 
protection hetween the earths crust 
and the “proud waters” of chaos 
waiting ever to rise and submerge our 
civilisation’ We must write God's 
Name on all our plans for a brave new 
world. 


The Temptation of Joseph 


This truth is indicated by the third 
legend. a Midrash Abkir on the story 
of Joseph's resistance against temp- 
tation to break the moral law (Genesis 
xxxix, 10): “The witchery of Pot- 
phar’s wife had well nigh enthralled 
the voung man Joseph. But two 
voices spoke in his mind: the voice 
of his father far off and the Voice of 
God very. near. The Holy One 
blessed be He wrenched out the 
Ehen Shethivyva from its place and 
said to Joseph. “If vou vield to her 
tempting, I shall hurl down the Eben 
Shethivva and the earth will be a 
desolation!’ 

One final legend. King Solomon was 


watching the builders carrying stones 


for his Temple. One stone fell out. 
The wise king, who knew all languages, 
even those of dumb stones, under- 
stood why that stone had fallen. It 
did not wish to be built into a. Temple 
which would remain standing for only 
410. vears. He therefore placed that 
stone in the Kotel Maaravi, and he 
took this oath: “Though all the 
Temple become a ruin, you in the 
Western Wall shall stand for all time.” 

We may bid all peoples and all 
nations seek for Jacob's Stone in 
Jerusalem, either in the Western Wall, 
whence the Shechina never departed, 
or in the Holy of Holies, where at the 
Eben Shethiyva the High Priest offered 
incense to the Most High. For in this 
Atomic Age we need the Jewish theory 
that the Ehen Shethivyva is the first 
atom of a new creation.

HISTORY OF THE “GREAT” 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsu Curonicie 


Sir,—in his admirable history of ihe 
Great Synagogue, Duke's Place (p. 181), 
Dr. Roth gives 1804 as the year of Rabbi 
Moses Myers’s death, which made him 
45 years old, having been born in 1759. 
This is at variance with the tombstone 
inscription (still legible) at the Brady 
Street Cemetery, E., which gives 1814 as 
the year of Myers’s death. Furthermore, 
the inscription (which is in Hebrew only) 
distinctly states that he died “ at the age of 
55 "~—ben chamesh ve'chamishim shanah. 


I might add that in your issue of 
December 14, 1906, a descriptive article 
on the Exhibition of Jewish Ari and 
Antiquities, then held at the Whitechapel!

Sir R. Waley Cohen Criticised 
To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRonicie 


Sim,—It would be difficult,I think, to 
suggest a more telling weapon for the anti- 
semites than the speech delivered by Sir 


Robert Waley Cohen at the A.A. 
Luncheon Club, reported in your issue of 
Friday last, 


The Jewish population of this country 
is less than one per cent. The member- 
ship of the AJ.A. can be presumed to 
be in the same proportion within the 
Jewish community, but they are encour- 
aged, and, indeed, told that their task 
is to reconcile British policy with the 
policy of the Anglo-Jewish community. 

The traditions of this country are not 
as imagined by Sir Robert. mark 
of true citizenship is to differ, and 
strongly, when necessary, with the policy 
of the British Government. One can 
quote two outstanding examples: at the 
tueme of the Bocr war, and m the years 
preceding Munich. The Jewish community 
was also supported by an imposing array 
of British public opinion, og 4 Mr. 
Winston Churchill, when it opposed the 
White Paper in 1939. These are only 
proofs that the remarks of Sir Robert 
give not only a completely false 
impression of British tradition and 
practice, but call upon members of the 
A.J.A. to be plus royaliste que le roi. 
But most of all it creates the dangerous 
impression that the A.J.A. aims at forcing 
HM. Government to fall into line with 
the views of Anglo-Jewry. very 
argument which is being used day in and 
day out by fascists and antisemites.

STUDENT HOSTELS SCHEME 
Some Statistics 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsa CHRONICLE 


Sir.—The correspondents on the foun- 
dation of student houses in the universities 
may be interested in the following figures 
obtained from the Statistical Survey of 
Jewish Students (1949-1950), which was 
conducted by the Inter-University Jewish 
Federation. 

The proportions lodged at their univer- 
sities in various ways are: at home, $7 
per cem; in non-Jewish lodgings, 15 per” 
cent: in college, 12 per cent; in Jewish 
lodgings, 9 per cent;:in hostels, 3 per 
cent: otherwise (relatives’ house, apart- 
ment, cic.), 4 per cent; total 100 per cent. 

In numerical terms, 130 men and 25 
women students—out of 811 men and 254 
women who replied and stated their mode 
of lodging—were in non-Jewish lodgings. 
Of these 155 students, Oxford and Cam- 
bridge had 72 in non-Jewish lodgings (35 
per cem of the students there), London 
24 (6 per cent), the other English uni- 
versities 35 (12 per cent), and the univer- 
sities of Wales, Scotland, and Ireland 24 
(13 per cent).

ZIONIST EDUCATION IN THE DIASPORA 


Plea for Support 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn Curonicie 


Sin.—As a recent immigrant to Isracl 
from England, who still retains an active 
interest m the problems of Anglo-Jewry, 
to which the weekly JewrsH CHRONICLE 
iS a valuable stimulant, may | be per- 
mitted to appeal to your readers not 
lightly to reject the proposals of the Paris 
Conference regarding Zionist education. 
_ First, the unity of the Jewish people 
is One of the focal points of Jewish tradi- 
von and a lesson we should have 
relearned from recent history. 

Secondly, the task of the World Zionist 
Organisation is more urgent than ever in 
those countries where the ingathering of 
the exiles must be a voluntary decision 
on their part. The alternative would be 
the divorce of all Western Jewry from 
participation im the rebuilding of the 
Jewish State. For we cannot build a new 
society, as those in England would like. 
from those who come from countries 
where they have never learned the tech- 
nical or social skills of modern society. 

Anglo-Jewry’s donations and invest- 
mems are very necessary to us, but we 
need also their active participation and 
the value of their experience of many 
years in a stable society. We need a con- 
tinuous flow of immigrants of the under- 
standing and -dealism which will bring 
them from happy and comfortable sur- 
roundings to participate in our work. 
This will require years of Zionist educa- 
tion. 

Thirdly, we see here that many recent 


immigrants from England and America 

ve not received this Zionist education, 
so that, instead of coming to help build 
our society determined to overcome all 


difficulties, they are disappointed at 
the first signs of incompetence and 
meficrency and return “home.” to 


countries where everything is prepared 
ready for them. 

Finally, one great contribution that can 
be made is to teach us the mutual respect 
for the Orthodox and the non-Orthodox 
which enables those in England to live 
together and work together. Particularly, 
we need Orthodox Jews who know how 
to spread Torah among those from other 
backgrounds and mot, as here, to regard 
them as enemies to be defeated im a 
Kulturkampf. 

And not only do we need Anglo-Jewry, 
but do not they need the pride which 
comes from taking part in one of the 
great events in Jewish history? For 
what will they tell their children when 
asked what contribution they made ? The 
children cannot be taught Jewish history 
which stops at the twenticth century. 
Will they be told how badly we did things 
here because no help was forthcoming ? 
Will they be told that some money was 
lent to. us and that Aneglo-Jewry put 
what a could spare in the blue box ? 
Will they not be ashamed ?

Co-Education 


HE arguments for and against 
co-education have a habit of 


recurring ; and the general view 
seems now to be that while girls may 
benefit from it, the contrary is true 
of boys. 

Men and women have different 
needs in a satisfactory adult life, and, 
therefore, to attempt to educate them 
both in the same way is not sound 
policy. . That does not mean, of 
course, that girls should receive less 
education than their brothers,-as was 
assumed in the past.

Judaism and the Home 


The Jewish girl must have a very 
thorough Jewish education if the prin- 
ciples and tenets of Judaism are to be 
preserved in the Diaspora. Judaism 
a svstem of life which radiates from 
the home. To the Jewish woman 
primarily must we look for the 
preservation of the Jewish way of life. 
Many of the principles which apply to 
the general education of bovs and 
girls, and the essential difference of 
their approach, can be seen in sharper 
focus in the case of Jewish men and 
women.

THE CHEAPER CUTS OF MEAT 
Curried Beef Stew with Dumplings 


Shin of beef or stewing steak, 10 oz. ; 
2 leeks ; a large carrot; 4 sticks of celery ; 
2? level tablespoonfuls of flour; 1 tabie- 
spoonful of sukanas; 2 teaspoonfuls of 
curry powder ; 2 teaspoonfuls of chutney ; 
salt, pepper, dumplings. 

Cut the meat into small cubes; pre- 

re and slice the vegetables. Mix the 

ur, curry powder, and sak, and roll the 
meat in it. Then put into a stewpan or 
casserole ;; add the vegetables, washed 
sutanas, and chutney, and pour over 
sufficient boiling stock or water to cover 
well. Put on the lid and cook very 
gently on top of the stove or in the oven 
about 24 hours, adding the dumplings 
the last 20 minutes. 


Dumplings. Mix 4 oz. of selfraising 
flour, 1 oz. of chopped suet, 1 teaspoon- 
ful of chopped parsley: season with salt 
and pepper, and mix toa fairly soft 
dough with cold water. Roll into small 
-balls and coat with flour. 

Breast of Mutton 


Witn a sharp-pointed knife remove. 
bones and trim superfluous fat. Flatten 
with a rolling pin. season wuh salt and 
pepper, spread with savoury stuffing, roll 
up, and tie securely 
Suggestions for Stuffings : 

(1) Veal Forcemeat. Mix together 4 o7. 
of breadcrumbs, | tablespoonful of grated 
onion, | tablespoonful of chopped pars- 
levy, rind and juice of 4 lemon, 2 oz, of 
shredded suet or melted fat; add a beaten 
egg and a spoonful or two of water. 


(2) Potato Stuffing. Mash 1 Ib. of 
potatoes. with a little dripping or miar- 
garine, add a finely grated onion, and 
either a tablespoonful of chopped parsicy 
or 2 tablespoonfuls of chopped water- 
cress, 


(3) Sausagemeat. Mix | ib. of sausage- 
meat with a teacupful of breadcrumbs 
moistened with stock. Add chopped 
parsiey and season if necessary. 


Toe Roast (1) 


BaKeE in a moderate oven about -14 
hours. Roast some onions at the same 
time. Remove skins. boil for 10 minutes. 
then drain, and place round the meat in 
the tin. If space allows, pul onions one 
end and potatoes the other; roast the 
potatoes im a separate Un. 


Te Reast (2) 


Prepare and stuff the meat. For two 
breasts allow 2 Ib. of potatoes. Peel 
potatoes and cut into thick slices, put 
them in a greased baking tin, sprinkle 
with sak and pour over a teacupful of 
water. Lay prepared meat on top, dot 
with dripping, and cover meat with a 
greased paper. Bake in a moderate oven 
about 14 hours, removing the paper the 
last half hour.

Obituary 
MR. MARK BLOOM 
Rabbi S. Rapoport, of the Higher 
Crumpsall Congregation, Manchester, 
writes: “ The Manchester Jewish com- 
munity in general, and the Higher 
Crumpsall congregation in particular, 


mourn an irreparable loss in the passing 
of Mark Bloom, whose benefactions 
embraced many good causes both private 
and public, especially Torah institutions, 
both locally and abroad. Allied to a 
generous nature was a deep love for tradi- 
tional Judaism.” 

Mr. Saut Rosenserc, President of the 
Talmudical College. writes: “In 1919 
Mr. Mark Bloom donated, jointly wih 
his brother Louis, in honour of their 
parems, the old premises which housed 
the Manchester Yeshiva. The present 
commodious Yeshiva, and its extensive 
grounds, were secured in 1935, mainly 
through his personal munificence and 
efforts. He was appointed. a Vice-Presi- 
dent in 1936 and a Life Vice-Presidem in 
1950. During the last war Mr. Bloom 
founded and equipped, at his own 
expense, a beautiful synagogue in Colwyn 
Bay. North Wales, and also furnished a 
large and comfortable flat at that resort 
for the use of members of the Manches- 
ter clergy as a holiday home for them- 
selves and their families: Mr. Bloom was 
one of the founders of the Central Syna- 
gogue and of the Higher Crumpsall 
Synagoguc, where he held the office of 
Vice-Presidem. On his 70th birthday he 
presented a magnificent chandelier and a 
Sefer Torah to the Higher Crumpsall 
Synagogue.” 


Mr. ISIDORE COHEN, of Plymouth. 
whose death occurred recently in Lon- 
don, was actively associated with every 
— of local communal activity. The 

ev. S. L. Susman writes: “ He’ served 
in every Office in the congregation. He 
was the founder of the local Zionist 
Society. and in recognition of bis many 
years of service he was, in 1946, elected 
His deep piety and 
benevolence and charity were in keeping 
with his true Jewish heart. Mr. Cohen 
played a prominem part also in Free- 
masonry. 


Mr. GAYVRIEL GRAD. whose death 
occurred in Tel Aviv recently, at the 
age of 60, was the composer of over 
S00 works, including 200 songs. When 
Hitler assumed power Mr. Grad returned 
his German diplomas to the German 
authorities.

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Mr. SOMAH HERBER, whose death 
in Johannesburg occurred recently, at the 
age of 44 years, was a joim managing 
director of Greatermans, one of the 
largest chain stores in South Africa.

Louis, 
died last week in that city at the age of 
63. He was born in Poland, and went 
to the United States in 1914. He was 
known as a scholar of Hebrew literature, 
and published numerous Talmudic books 
written by rabbis in the United States. 


AL JOLSON’S STEPMOTHER 


Mrs. Ida Yoelson, stepmother of the 
late Al Jolson, the singer and comedian, 
died in Washington at the age of 80 
(writes our correspondent in that city). 
She did not know of her famous siep- 
son's death last October, the news bein 
kept from her because of ill-health. A 
Jolson wrote to her regularly every week, 
and Mrs. Yoelson, who constantly asked 
whether the letters were arriving, was to'd 
that they were. She was the only 
mother Al ‘Jolson ever knew (his own 
mother having died when he was an 
infant). 


A tribute to the late Mrs. Eva Gold- 
stein. for her work in connection with 
the Ladies’ Guild of the Brooke Road 
Synagoguc, Stoke Newington, has been 
received fyom Mr. Harris P. Rosenberg. 


MR. SIDNEY SEAL (Jerusalem) 


Miss Satome Benr writes: “ Mr. Sid- 
nev Seal, well known as a pianist and 
teacher in Jerusalem, died recenily at the 
age of 52. He was a. non-Jew, born in 
Manchester, who first came to Palestine 
in 1918. as a British soldier. Sir Ronald 
Siorrs, then Governor of Jerusalem, 
invited him to found the first music 
school in that city. He soon became 
integrated within the Yishuv, and learned 
to speak Hebrew and Yiddish fluently. 
When. towards the end of the Mandate, 
all English residents were evacuaied to 
specially protected areas, he refused to 
take shelter, preferring to share the perils 
of the Jewish pedple. It was he who 
welcomed to Jerusalem the many musi- 
crans who were to settle there after the 
First World War,. and whether in a 
private capacity or as Chairman of the 
Musicians’ Union, his house was ever a 
centre where all musicians felt at home. 
He will be remembered as one of the 
pioneers of music in Israel. He married, 
in 1929, Banechar Epstem.” 


THE LATE AUSTRIAN PRESIDENT 


The Vienna Jewish community (writes 
the J.C. Correspondent in that ciiy) 
expressed at a public meeting Hs deep 
sorrow at the death of the Austrian Presi- 
dent, Dr. Karl Renner (at the age of 80). 
Dr. Renner maintained his opposition to 
Nazism throughout the Hitler régime, and 
in his public offices defended equality, 
freedom, and democracy.

BANKERS’ SPEECHES 


The annual speeches by the chairmen 
of the big banks are always of consider- 
able interest as authoritative commen- 
aries On current economic conditions. 
So far, three have made their appearance, 
and they dovetail in quite a remarkable 
manner. Their messages can 
summed up in a few words. They say, 
in effect, that there is no panacea for 
presemt economic ills. Less Government 
spending on non-essential enterprises, 
harder work. a sense the country s 
urgency, and less taxation for mere taxa- 
tion's sake, however, would form a sound 
basis for tackites known and future 
economic obstacies. 

Sir Thomas Barlow, of the District 
Bank, for instance, gives a warning that 
by extra spending on defence the Govern- 
ment would be actively creating fresh 
inflation. Official expenditure in other 
directions is already “ far too high.” The 
authorities, says Sir Thomas, should 
avoid all unnecessary outlay on capital 
projects and thus restrain the ever- 
increasing Government activities wih 
“their ugly offspring of directions, regu- 
lations, rules, orders, and other inier- 
ferences.” 


Need For Economy 


Sir Wiliam Goodenough; Chairman of 
Barclays Bank Limited, continues.the line 
of thought. It is scarcely to be hoped, 
he says, that the whole burden of 
defence expenditure can be met out of 
the natural jncrease in production, but 
help from this source is considerable if 
“the national temper comes to the right 
pitch and there is a sense of unity in 
peril.” Sir William also feels that extra 
taxation should be “a measure of last 
reson.” Strict economy in Government 
expenditure, he emphasises, “ was never 
more imperative.” 

Sir Jasper Ridley, Chairman of the 
National Provincial Bank, is even more 
emphatic. How, indeed, he asks, can 
the money for rearmament be found from 
the weakh-of a nation which is already 
more heavily taxed than any country in 
the world, where 43.6 per cent of national 
income is taken by tax and campulsory 
contributions ? In 1938,: the percentage 
was a mere 25 per. cent. How far, 
demands Sir Jasper, will inflation, which 
is with us, “ be cherished and encouraged 


by this further buying power which 
will be handed to the Government? Not 
‘even the most brilliant thinkers.” con- 


cludes this Chairman, “ can devise new 
economic laws which render obsolete the 
anciem rule that only by work, and more 
work, can men live and make good the 
waste of past years.” 


Crty Eprror 
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YESHIVA’S DECREASED 
INCOME

An alarming decrease in the income of 
the Tree of Life College, Yeshivah Etz 
Chaim, was reported at a meeting of 
subscribers and donors held at the Col- 
lege, Thrawl Street, London, E., last 
week. 

The Chairman, Mr. D. Galinski, said 
that the College had 35 all-day students. 
and 74 students attended the evening 
courses. There were rumours that the 
Yeshiva was practically empty and that it 
was only a hostel. Ii did house students. 
but this was thought to be essential. . 

Chairman's report was seconded 
by Mr. S. E. Sklan and adopted. 

Rabbi Dr. S. Schdnfeld said that he 
hoped that more English boys would be 
attracted to the College. kt should be 
considered that no boy's education was 
complete until he had spent at least one 
year in a Yeshiva. They must have a 
trained laity as well as a trained ministry. 

The Joint Treasurer, Mr. Abba Born- 
stein, said the Yeshiva had an overdraft 
of £5,590. There was an alarming drop 
im mcome in 1949 compared with 1948. 
The figures for 1950 were no better.

But though the American demand 
for the raw materials of the sterling area hax 
helped to augment our reserves, it has brough:

prices we ect for our exports. In November 
it would have cost us £18,000,000 more in exports 
to import the same amount of goods as we dw 
in the previous January. 

We ought now to keep our thoughts and 
achons bent more than cver upon compctitive 
efficiency 

A danecr to efficiency (and wo the stability of 
our cconomy) hes im the risk Of really seriou 
inflation which haa been increased by the defence 
programme. Extra taxation may be incvitabic. 
but it should be used as a measure of last resor 
Every effort must be made to retain some sor 
of reserve of taxable capacity. Strict economy in 
Government expenditure was never more 
imperative. 


DEFENCE PROGRAMME 


The additional defence programme is bound 
to involve a diversion of resources to nmiilitary 
purposes and it m scarcely to be hoped that the 
whole burden can be met out of the natura! 
increase in production. But the possibility of 
help from this source is considecrabic. 

The reports of the industrial teams which 
have visited America have given food for thought 
At least a8 important as American technigqucs 
the ecageriy progressive attitude of mind 
characteristic at all levels in the productive 
organisation of the United States, in contrast to 
habits of thought still common in our own. That 
this now recognised here is of ercat impor't- 
ance. but before it can bring practical results 
there are difficulties to overcome. Besides 
natural inertia, there are deep-rooted misundcr- 
standings. some almost traditional, ¢.¢.. the 
supposed cleavage of interest between the ** two 
sides “ of industry. 

Our present task is to demonstrate beyond 
argument the advantages. both to the individual 
and the community, of a more progressive frame 
of mind towards production. This principic 
might be more readily accepted if it were shown 
to be compatibic with a proper sense of economic 
security for the individual and were associated 
with full opportunity for cveryone to satisfy his 
proper ambitions.

The.past year has seen profound changes in 
national and international affairs.

income is taken by taxation and compulsory 
insurance contributions. Where is the margin 
today? tt is not wholly unreasonable to ask 
how far will the definite inflation which is with 
us be cherished and encouraged by this further 
buying power which will be handed to the Govern- 
ment, while in the material fie!ld shortages and 
controls must almost inevitably recur. Is it 
really true that a democratic welfare State just 
CANNMOt ccONOMisc, just has no alfernative but a 
steady and even swift inflation? It is only when 
the movement. in all the deceptive colours of 
increased pay packets is far advanced that men 
wake up to the superficial character of this so- 
calied prosperity which is enjoyed by many 
to-~«tay.

Men dreamed, or even believed, that 
those things were ready to hand in 1945. But 
where is the assured peace? Is there not rather 
a particulatly savage cold, or even partly hot. 
war? Perhaps cventually we may tearn from 
this bitter disappointment that you cannot pluck 
Utopia as the companion of military victory : 
that the destruction of war cannot be made good 
by fewer working hours ; that not even the most 
brilliamt thinkers can devise new economic Jaws 
which ronder obsolete the ancient rule that only 
by work. and more work, can men live ang make 
good the waste of past wars. If. as a result of 
our tribulations, we can firmly glimpse this 
clementary truth, that would indeed be a step 
forward. 

And if also, in such a painful return to sanity, 
the plannets should become our valuable servants 
instead of owr dangerous masters, well, that 
would not do much harm,

The problem of juvenile and adolescem 
delinquency is the constant heartache of 
Magistrates, judecs, and social workers. 
In Ins long and selfless life of devotion 
to youth, and his magistracy of almost 
a quarter of a century, the author has 
brought to his work a humanity, passion 
for social justice, and sense of humour 
which find expression in this volume, 
which is emphatically not a textbook. 


in effect, Mr. Henriques is asking and 
endeavouring to answer. the 

roblem of what makes a bad boy bad. 
le looks into causes and discusses the 
broken home, overcrowding, progressive 
schools, Jack of discipline, mothers who 
go out to work, the unwanted child, and 
the problem of leisure. He makes clear 
that there is not a clear-cut or a short- 
termi remedy. The sciences of psychology 
and psychiatry musi, in discretion, play 
their part. He explains the make-up of 
the juvenile court, the work of its 
officials, and the procedure adopted. 

It is emphatically desirable that all 
social workers should read this book. It 
is indeed: an éxcellent refresher course 
even for the expericnced in this type of 
court work. Parents, too, would ‘benefit 
from the reading. Magistrates with the 
experience and capaciy of the author— 
and he is not unmique—are the glory of 
ithe English tradition of social service, 
and the writing of this book ts not merely 
a testimonial to the humane capacity and 
service of Mr. Henriques but to those 
men and women who sharc his task.

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LIFE SENTENCE FOR ILSE KOCH 
Crimes at Buchenwald 


Ilse Koch, the “ Red Witch of Buchen- 
wald.”’ was sentenced to life imprisonment 
and loss of civil rights at Augsburg on 
Monday for crimes in the horror camp 
of which her husband was commandant. 


Her counsel~ has appealed againsi the 
senicnece to the West German Supreme 
Court. 


This is the maximum sentence in West 
Germany. where the death sentence has 


been abolished. But Koch was not in 
court to hear it passed. Following a 
fi on Saturday,. says Reuter, she was 


declared by a court doctor to be deliber- 
aicly simulating mental aberration and 
to be unfit to appear. Koch is now in the 
Aichbach prison hospital and has not yet 
been told of her sentence 

In the early siages of the trial Koch 
was charged with 36 murders, complicity 
in the murder of 136 others, including 
Jews. and one attempted murder, all the 
cases being concerned with deaths im 
Buchenwald. The charges were consider- 
ably’ reduced as the trial proceeded, and 
Koch was found guiliy on one charge of 
incHement to murder, one of meitement 
to attempted murder, five of incitement 
to severe physical mishandling, and two 
of imecrtement to physical mishandling 

The court was satisfied that Koch had 


wielded abnormal influence over het 
husband and other S.S. officers in thee 
camp. it was satisfied that “* this ruthless 


and hard-headed woman had done every- 
thng in her power to worsen the 
conditions of those poor, tortured men.” 
It was satisfied that she knew the method 
of killing used at Buchenwald.

ALLEGED DEPORTATION OF JEWS 


New York 
Dr. Bela Fabian, former Hungarian 
Foreign Minister and member of the 


Hungarian National Council in the 
United States, said here this week 
that he had received reports from 


the underground movement in Hungary 
indicating thai large numbers of Jews 
were being deporied to Eastern Siberia 
by the Soviet authorities. 


The reports, says the J.T.A.. are 
alleged to have stated that the entire 
Jewish population of the Ukraine, Byelo- 
russia, and the Crimea. bad been 
deported, and that preparations were 
beng made in Hungary to send 20,000 


rsons, including many Jews. to forced 
abour camps in the Soviet Union. 

{Our Rome correspondent cables that 
none of the Hungarian Jews who, in the 
past year, have travelled through Italy 
en route to Israel has been able to 
confirm reports that the Hungarian 
authorities were prenaene to deport Jews, 
although it is thought likely that some 
Jews were those arrested 
recently in Hungary for political reasons.

and the Note requesis that the power 
conferred by rete ran be retained by the 
Occupaticn Authorities. 

The Note further emphasises that many 
inhabitants in Israel have claims in regard 
to restaution and indemnification for the 
satisfaction of which no adequate legis- 
lation has yet been enacted in Germany. 
As the country which has absorbed a 
very large number of Jewish emigrants 
from Germany and from displaced per- 
sons’ camps, Israel has a special interest 
in the satisfaction of these. claims. 

Israel further considers it us duly to 
give official support to the legnimate 
individual claims of many inhabitants in 
respect of physical injuries sustained in 
Germany before the Second World War 
and for sufferings inflicted on the Jews 
by Nazi Germany and its satellites during 
the war. 

The Note urges that there should be 
general law which, among other provi- 
sions, should prevent the claims of 
victims of the Nazis being declared 


KNESSET ON GERMAN 
REARMAMENT 


Text of Resolution 


The full text of the resolution adopted 
lat week. by the Knesset protesting 
against the rearmameni of Germany has 
been received. * lt is as follows: 

“ The First Knesset expresses the alarm 
of the people of Israe! over the trend 
to readmit the German people to the 
family of nations: the same Germany 
which destroyed 6,000,000 of our people 
in cold. blood, with planned deliberation 
and diabolical brutality, wahout remorse 
to this day 

“ The Knesset protests vigorously 
against the gradual rearmament . of 
Fastern and Western Germany and par- 
ticularly against the trend now discerned 
to form separate German military units. 

“The Knesset appeals to the nations 
of the world. and first of all to those 
who were victims of German crimes in 
this generation. to fulfil their obligations 
to humanity and to the Jewish people. 
and to implement the total demilitarisa- 
tion of Germany and punishment of Nazi 
war criminals, and to prevent the grant- 
ing of arms and other weapons of 
destruction to the German people. both 
m the East and West: weapons that may 
be turned to threaten the peace of the 
world in the future as in the past. 

“ The Knesset resolves to transmit this 
appeal to the Uniied Nations Organisa- 
tion and to the Houses of Parliament of 
the peoples of the world.”

and rapine by the Nazis. 

Finally, the Note States, apart from 
the satisfaction of individual claims, the 
Governmem of Israel reserves to itsell! 
the right to put forward a general claim 
in respect of wholesale destruction of 
European Jewry by Nazi Germany.

BROWN COAL IN HULE?
